Forget  all  this  idealistic  talk  of  preparing  young  people 

for  the  peace  eaid  prepare  them  instead  to  vd.n  the  wai" this  v;as  the 

substance  of  the  advice  given  to  Illinois  college  educators  today  by 
Henry  Townley  Heald,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tecrmologjr  in 
Chicago. 

"These  a.re  days  in  which  every  activity  can  be  measured 

by  just  one  criterion does  it  contri'tutc  to  -/yinninp;  the  war,"  President 

Heald  said  in  speaking  before  the  Federation  of  Illinois  Colleges  at  a 
meeting  at  Rockford  College  in  Rockford,  111. 

Heald  urged  that  every  individijal,  every  business  organiza- 
tion and  every  educational  institution  use  this  criterion  for  measuring 
every  service. 

"Today  the  colleges  have  a  definite  obligation  to  make  their 
contribution  to  the  preservation  of  America,"  he  told  the  educators. 
"Toda.y  they  are  the  guarantors  of  our  liberty. " 

He  went  on  to  emphasize  tha/b  the  colleges  must  be  the  source 
of  supply  for  the  "shock  troops  of  our  home  front,"  the  engineers,  the  de- 
signers, the  scientists,  and  other  technicall;/  trained  men.   "Mechanical 
might  must  be  met  by  mechanical  might,"  he  said. 
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Heald  pointed  out  that  college c  liked  to  say  that  they  were 
educating  young  peopls  fo?'  leadership  and  then  added,  "Certainly  v.'e  need 
leadership  today  as  never  before,  but  v;e  need  leadership  equipped  i':ith  know- 
ledge and  ability  to  win  the  r/ar  on  the  fighting  front  and  on  the  hone  front," 

With  reference  to  vrhat  colleges  can  do,  Heald,  7jh.o  is  regional 
advisor  for  the  United  Str.tes  Office  of  Education  in  this  area,  said  that  ed- 
ucators should  observe  vrhcre  severe  shortages  in  manpcver  exist  and  should  put 
forth  every  effort  to  meet  these  shortages  either  through  the  regiilar  programs 
of  the  colleges  or  special  courses. 

Ke  hinted  that  perhaps  for  the  time  being  a  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion might  bo  a  luxury  that  would  have  to  be  abandi.cned. 

Heald  paid  tri'xite  to  the  Snginooring,  Science,  and  Manageraent 
Defense  Training  prograr.i  as  the  most  important  war  effoi-t  no-;  being  carried  on 
by  the  American  colleges  and  universities.  He  stated  that  15,OuO  students  are 
nov/  enrolled  in  this  training  in  Illinois  and  that  eight  coj.leges  .v.nd  univcr- 
sitioE  are  participating  in  the  program.

The  Illinois  Tech  varsity  invtides  ITheaton  with  an 

important  reason  for  victory but  vrith  little  hope  of  gaining  it.  A 

victory  over  T.'heaton  v;ould  give  the  Techawk  cfigers  more  victories  in  one 
season  than  tiioy  have  had  for  five  years. 

Uith  a  record  of  six  victories  and  twelve  victories 
to  date,  Illinois  Tech's  194-2  quintet  has  as  many  victories  as  did  last 
year's  team  and  more  than  any  other  Techawk  team  since  the  1935  and  1936 
squads  each  won  eight  games.

With  more  than  600  invitations  already  in  the  mails, 
the  medals  and  tropliiefi  already  purchased  and  on  hand,  and  all  officials 
hard  at  v;oi'k,  tiie  fourteenth  annual  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games  are  rapidly 
taking  shape. 

The  Relays,  v.-hich  are  to  be  held  on  Saturday,  March  1/|,, 
this  year  and  x;hich  ai'o  regularly  one  of  the  outstanding  track  events  of 
the  nation  i.dth  stars  from  throughout  the  mid-west  competing,  are  taking 
on  added  importance  this  year  because  of  the  cancellation  of  other  sin-- 
ilar  meets. 

The  Illinois  Tech  Relays  "'ill  this  year  rank  as  vir- 
tually the  oldest  and  most  important  college  event  of  this  kind  to  be 
held  in  this  section  of  the  country.   The  Games  v:ill  be  held  in  the 
University  of  Chicago  fioldhouse  as  usual. 

The  600  invitations  to  various  college  and  university 
track  teams  throughout  the  nation  v;ere  sent  out  the  first  of  the  p?ist  v;eek. 
Included  in  the  list  of  schools  receiving  invitations  v/ere  all  of  the 
major  track  povrers  in  the  country  and  the  more  than  50  institutions 

-more- 
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Yfhich  have  more  or  less  regularly  sent  competitors  to  the  Illinois  Tech 
Relays,   vhich  up  until  a  year  ago  yere  knov.ii  as  the  Armour  Tech  Relays. 

With  competition  throughout  the  meet  divided  into  col- 
lege and  university  competition,  an  innovation  this  year  thus  elirainrvting 
the  open  events,  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  relays  expects  an  increased 
interest  in  the  games  this  year. 

The  innovation  also  means  that  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays 
will  award  more  medals  this  year  than  ever  before.  Fifty-four  sets  of  four 
medals  each  'vill  be  presented  to  point  v;inners  in  all  events.   The  ;aedals, 
as  aforestated,  have  already  been  purchased  and  are  on  hand. 

Also  on  hand  is  the  giant  championship  trophy  to  be 
presented  to  the  winner  of  the  Illinois  Tech  ReJ.ays.   The  Tech  Relays 
trophy  is  always  one  of  the  largest  av/arded  at  events  of  this  kind  and  is 
novel  in  that  it  is  not  a  revolving  trophy.  Possession  of  the  trophy  goes 
T/ith  it  to  the  vdnner. 

All  in  all,  John  J.  Schoiiimer,  director  of  athletics  i.t 
Illinois  Tech  and  general  chairman  of  the  relays,  feels  that  the  current 
gai.ies  are  shaping  up  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  history.  Mr.  Schomraer  states 
that  the  officials  are  non  being  picked,  entries  will  be  received  this  week, 
and  all  finishing  touches  are  now  being  put  on  the  games.

Women  in  the  Chicago  area  will  be  the  first  in  the 
setmtzy  to  have  an  opi.x>rtunity  to  take  full-time  technical  training  courses  for 
specific  defense  employment,  it  was  announced  today  by  Henry  T.  Heald,  president 
}£  Illincds  Institute  of  Technology. 

For  Illinois  Tech,  beginning  March  9,  will  offer  three 
ull-time,  tuition-free  Sigineering,  Science  and  Management  Defense  Training  courses 
•xolusively  for  women*  AH  three  will  be  in  technical  fields  preparing  the  woaen  for 
specific  positions  in  defense  industries  and  government  work. 

The  three  courses  will  be  in  materials  inspection  and 
mating,  wigineeoping  drafting,  and  industrial  chemistry. 

Having  trained  more  than  10,000  men  in  similar  defense 
ourses  during  the  past  year,  Illinois  Tech  is  now  making  its  facilities  available 
Q  women  to  meet  the  demands  of  industries  in  this  area,  Heald  said.  He  pointed  out 
hat  in  being  courses  traljoing  for  specific  jobs  rather  than  general  courses,  they 
ecoaae  the  first  of  this  type  in  the  country. 

"IHie  courses  are  being  offered  in  response  to  the  deisands 
f  industry  to  replace  men  who  are  to  be  called  to  the  armed  service,"  President

"Industry  haa  been  constantly  reminded  "by   the  govemmwat 
during  the  past  few  weeks  that  they  jaust  expect  virtually  all  able-bodied,  potential 
1-A  employees  to  be  called  to  anas  and  must  replace  these  men  with  women j  industry 
thus  faces  a  dire  shortage  of  workers,"  Heald  continues.

One  year  of  college  is  the  minijnuBi  prerequisite  for  all 
three  of  the  courses,  and,  in  addition,  certain  limited  requirements  are  listed  in 
conjunction  with  e&ch  course.  Personal  interviews  are  required  for  adaission  to  the 
ourses,  and  these  interviews  will  be  held  during  the  current  week  (from  March  2 
through  March  7). 

The  interviews  will  be  held  at  the  Lewis  oaa.jus  of  Illinois 
[Mtitute  of  Technology,  1951  West  Madison,  at  the  office  of  Defense  Training  for 
^onen.  The  office  will  be  open  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.ra.  each  day  and  from  7  to  9  o* clock 
jach  evening. 

Actual  work  in  the  courses  begins  on  March  9.  Each  of  the 
'iu*ee  courses  will  operate  4-0  hours  weekly  for  12  weeks.  So  college  credit  will  be 
;iven  for  the  work,  twt  certificates  recognised  by  the  United  States  Civil  Seinrice 
fill  be  awarded  to  those  who  successfully  casaplete  the  work.

Main  purpose  will  be  to  study  raw  materials  in 
Argentina  with  a  view  towards  their  immediate  possibilities  for  development 
for  export  and  for  their  use  in  domestic  industrialization.  The  results  are 
expected  to  aid  in  the  export-import  relations  of  Argentina,  the  improvement 
of  which  is  the  ultimate  aim  of  the  study. 

It  will  be  the  first  independent,  non-commercial 
survey  ever  made  in  Argentina,  according  to  the  officials  of  the  Argentine 
corporation.

"We  T,dll  not  spend  much  time  in  analyzing  specific 
problems  but  will  try  to  reveal  the  problems  for  subseo^^uent  analysis,  says 
Harold  Vagtborg,  director  of  the  Armour  Research  Foundation. 

A  tour  of  South  America  made  earlier  by  Mr.  Vagtborg 
laid  the  groundwork  for  this  survey.  The  Armour  Research  Foundation  director 
accompanied  the  recent  National  Research  Council  South  American  tour  of 
industrial  exploration. 

Ivlr.  Vagtborg  will  not  make  the  tour  to  Argentina,  but 
Dr.  Francis  God?7in,  assistant  director  of  the  Research  Foundation,  will,  and 
he  will  be  in  charge  of  the  field  party.  Dr.  Godv/in  is,  of  course,  now  making 
plans  for  the  survey  tour,  as  the  field  party  is  planning  to  begin  its  ?/ork 
in  the  latter  part  of  March. 

Dr.  Godwin  outlines  a  brief  three-point  system  by  which 
his  party  will  attack  the  Argentine  problem,  as  follows: 

1.  The  Armour  Research  Foundation  will  take  to 
Argentina  the  technology  of  the  United  States. 

2.  The  field  party  will  be  alert  to  discern  new  meth- 
ods of  industrialization  which  would  be  applicable  to  Argentina  but  not  to  the 
United  States  because  of  local  conditions.  • 

3.  The  party  will  look  for  opportunities  to  tap  new 
resources. 

Also,  Dr.  Godwin  points  out,  the  \-ork  of  the  field 
party  will  be  co-ordinated  with  further  work  and  study  of  specific  projects 
suggested  by  the  field  party  in  the  laboratories  of  the  Armour  Research  Founda- 
tion in  Chicago.  A  large  portion  of  the  scientific  staff  of  the  Foundation  is 
expected  to  be  involved  in  the  project,  says  Dr.  Godwin.

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The  Foundation,  formed  just  six  years  ago  in  1936, 
"to  render  a  research  and  experimental  engineering  service  to  industry,"  has 
become  famous  for  its  work,  particularly  through  its  "human  interest"  operations 
such  as  the  Antarctic  Snow  Cruiser  and  the  collodial  fuel  experiment  which  re- 
sulted in  a  stock  model  automobile  being  driven  through  the  streets  of  Chicago 
powered  by  "liquid  coal." 

At  its  inception  the  Foundation  set  its  course  to 
challenge  the  defeatism  of  much  of  business  and  scientific  endeavor  in  depres- 
sion years,  and  so  successful  have  its  efforts  been,  the  Armour  Research  Founda- 
tion has  groTi-n  to  be  the  second  largest  organization  of  its  kind. 

In  the  past  five  years,  II40  companies,  associations  of 
mo.nufacturers  and  individuals  have  utilized  the  facilities  of  the  Foundation 
in  254-5  long  and  short  term  projects. 

The  entire  Armour  staff  which  solved  these  problems 
will  be  available  for  work  in  the  Argentine  survey,  and  Dr.  Martin  H.  Heeren, 
chairman  of  the  Chemical  Research  Department  at  the  Foundation,  Y/ill  be  in 
cha.rge  of  co-ordinating  the  inter-related  work  at  the  Chicago  offices.

private  business,  i.7hoi'e  the  government  finances  operations  and  priA'^ate 

business  provides  merchandising  expex-ience is  an  organiaation  whicli 

seeks  vider  export  markets  for  non-competitive  raiv  and  finislicd  products 
of  the  Argentine. 

The  ATPC,  v/liose  nearest  resemblance  in  the  United  States 
is  alphabetical  agencies  such  as  the  fi.F.C.  and  the  H.O.L.C,  was  created 
by  a  special  Argentine  government  decree  in  May,  19/*.l.   The  Corporation 
began  its  activity  in  Buenos  Aires  on  June  15,  1941,  and  in  August,  194-1, 
opened  a  Net;  York  office. 

The  Corporation  has  a.n  authorized  capital  of  a  million 

pesos,  but  it  is  not  dependent  upon  these  funds  to  carry  on  its  v:ork.  It 

has  revenue  v/hich  is  derived  under  a  governmental  decree  which  authorizes 

the  corporation  to  purchase  exchange  from  exporters  of  some  ti.'o  hundred 

products  not  normally  considered  regular  exports  to  the  United  States 

and  to  soli  this  exchange  to  importers.  Quotas  on  such  American  products 

amounted  to  approximately  Oll»200,000  for  xhe   year  '  194-1  •

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Thc  e.X;jort  of  producta  on  the  Corporation's  list  actu- 
ally produced  dollar  exchange  for  Argentina  amounting  to  more  than  t-,.'ice 
the  amount  of  the  quotas  set  up  for  importers. 

The  functions  of  the  corporation,  however,  are  purely 
promotional  and  do  not  include  the  buying  and  selling  of  merchandise. 
Markets  for  Argentine  exports,  manufactured  goods,  agricultural  products, 
minerals  and  metals,  are  being  secured,  and  /jrgentine  producers  are  being 
put  in  touch  v/ith  buyers,  distributors  and  importers. 

The  Argentine  Trade  Promotion  CorpoL-ation  is  concen- 
trating its  efforts  torra-rd  the  United  otates  because  of  the  nev,'  tendency 
tov.-ard  hemispheric  solidarity  and  because  iirgentina  is  rich  in  ^jroducts 
v.'hich  the  U.S.  either  has  difficulty  in  obtaining  or  cannot  obtaiin  in  the 
quantities  desired. 

i'lmong  Argentine  c-roducts  vital  to  the  United  States  de- 
fense program  now  are  tungstt.-n,  zinc  concentrate,  and  several  other  vital 
minerals.  Other  >irgentine  articles  vdiicii  formerly  had  no  sale  here  and 
v;hich  no'"  are  beginning  to  be  shipped  in  la,rge  c^uantities  include:  banned 
leather  and  leather  goods,  cheese,  packing  house  by-products,  eggs,  ver- 
mouth and  chcaapagne. 

Also  new  Argentine  products  in  v.'hich  the  U.S.  is  inter- 
ested are  beginning  to  be  offered  for  sale. 

Broad  objective  of  the  Argoutine  Trade  Promotion  Corp- 
oration, according  to  one  of  its  represi^^ntatives,  is  the  increasing  of 
Argentine  exports  to  the  United  States  so  that  additional  exchange  may 
be  created  -v.-itii  which  the  Argentine  may  pay  for  increased  iunerican  L.i- 
ports.

However,  the  19J+2   Illinois  Tech  Relays  loom  as  a  battle 
of  teams  rather  than  one  of  individual  stars.  With  one  or  two  exceptions, 
no  one  individual  seems  to  dominate  any  of  the  events.  Instead  this  ed- 
ition of  the  Games  will  tend  to  bring  together  several  team  stars  who  loom 
as  possible  national  stars  and  will  serve  as  a  basis  of  comparison  for  the 
future . 

Entries  still  to  come  in,  including  those  from  the  13 
schools  who  have  already  signified  their  interxtion  of  entering  the  Relays, 
are  expected  to  swell  the  list  of  individuals  v:ho  v/ill  compete  in  the  Games 
to  near  the  usual  500  total. 

This  year's  Relays  has  been  divided  into  college  and  uni- 
versity competition  for  all  events  for  the  first  time,  thus  eliminating  the 
open  events  and  making  possible  the  avrarding  of  a  trophy  to  the  university 
winner  as  well  as  the  college  winner.  This  division  has  also  increased  the 
number  of  events  until  there  will  be  25  on  the  finals  program  vSaturday  night. 

The  Relays  will  actut.lly  open  on  Saturday  afternoon  when 
preliminaries  and  semi-finals  in  six  events  and  the  finals  in  the  college 
two-mile  will  be  held.

CHICAGO,  ILL.,  March ,  1942.  Prof.  W.  C,  Krathwol  of 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  will  address  the  Michigan  section 
of  the  Mathematics  Association  of  America  Saturday,  March  17. 

Prof.  Krath^'ol  will  be  the  only  speaker  during  the  ai'ter- 
noon  session  of  the  meeting,  which  is  to  be  held  at  the  University  of  Michigan 
in  Ann  Arbor,  The  association  is  meeting  with  the  Michigan  Academy  of  Science, 
Arts  and  Letters. 

He  will  speak  on  "Aptitude  Tests  as  an  Aid  to  Administrators 
and  Teachers  of  Mathematics."  He  is  recognised  as  a  foremost  authority  both  in 
his  capacity  as  director  of  the  department  of  educational  tests  and  measurements 
and  as  professor  of  mathematics  at  Illinois  Tech* 

Until  six  years  ago.  Dr.  Krathwol  was  active  only  as  pro» 
fessor  of  matheiaatics.  But  in  19^  -when  Illinois  Tech  began  to  feel  that  the 
school  needed  an  educational  testing  and  measuring  department.  Dr.  Krathwol  was 
the  choice  for  head  of  the  depariaaent.  He  is  a  former  head  of  the  mathemiitics 
department  there*

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He  has  been  active  in  Chicago  in  the  promotion  of 
educational  methods  and  in  forwarding  the  knowledge  of  mathematics  teach- 
ing. He  has  served  as  secretary'- treasurer  and  president  of  the  Mens' 
Mathematics  Club  of  Chicago. 

For  two  years  he  was  chairBia.n  of  the  Illinois  section 
of  the  Mathematical  Association  of  America,  Dr.  Krathwol  is  now  a  member 
of  the  board  of  governors  of  the  national  association. 

He  is  a  member  of  numerous  honor  fraternities  and 
societies.  One  of  the  most  unusual  of  bis  memberships  is  that  in  Phi 
Delta  Kappa,  national  educational  fraternity.  Even  though  he  is  a  math- 
ematics professor,  he  was  elected  to  membership  in  this  educational  honorary 
because  of  his  outstanding  work  in  testing  and  has  served  as  president  of 
the  Chicago  chapter, 

Dr,  Krathwol  received  his  undergradutite  training  at 
Halyard  Oniversity,  He  received  his  master  of  science  degree  in  mathematics 
from  Columbia  flniversity,  and  the  University  of  Chicago  conferred  upon  him 
his  doctor  of  philosophy  degree. 

Dr.  Krathwol  is  the  co-author  of  a  mathematics  textbook 
on  analytical  geometry.  He  has  been  at  Illinois  Tech  for  28  years.

Coach  Chauncey  Simpson  of  the  Missouri  track 
team  said  that  after  watching  his  ace  shot  putter  Elmer  Aussleker,  who 
will  be  Missouri's  lone  representative  at  the   Illinois  Tech  Relays 
Saturday  night,  break  the  school's  all-time  indoor  record  with  a  heave 
of  Ar9   feet,  3  3A  inches. 

What  Simpson  was  referring  to  was  the  sunny 
disposition  of  amiable  Elmer,  his  218  pound,  six  feet  three  inch  wei^t 
artist,  who  has  yet  to  evidence  any  signs  of  anger  in  his  three  years 
at  Mlzzou. 

let,  it  is  this  lack  of  fire  that  has  kept 
Aussieker  from  becoming  a  great  football  player,  his  coaches  say,  and 
has  likewise  kept  him  from  putting  the  iron  ball  into  the  next  county 
after  letting  it  go.  Not  that  Elmer  doesn't  try.  F  ar  from  It. 

The  barrel-torsoed  Tiger  track  star  is  undeni- 
ably the  strictest  trainer  and  hardest  worker  in  Missouri  athletics,  but 
the  ever-smiling,  always  pleasant  athlete  never  loses  his  friendly 
demeanor.  lou  can't  be  a  mean,  bruising  tackle  with  that  state  of  mind, 
but  you  can  still  be  a  great  shot  putter.  Slmer  is,  although  down  at

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Missouri  they  say  he  oould  be  even  greater  if  he  powered  that  shot  vith 

Boaethlng  sore  than  the  desire  to  win  and  the  strength  of  his  bratmy  frame. 

Those  two  departments,  however,  have  been 
reaping  dividends  for  Aussieker  for  a  long  time— those  and  his  all- 
consuming  appetite  for  work.  For  to  Aussieker  training  is  a  year-round 
proposition,  just  like  winning  championships  are  from  January  to  June. 

The  burly  Bengal  was  beaten  only  once  Indoors 
this  season  and  gained  his  revenge  In  the  conference  meet  i^en  he 
bettered  A9  feet  for  the  fourth  consecutive  time  to  win  the  Big  Six 
championship.  Aussieker' s  record  this  winter  also  includes  a  i49-2^  and 
a  U^-5   toss  that  took  only  a  second  place  in  a  dual  meet. 

As  a  sophomore  last  year,  Aussieker  broke  a 
record  in  every  meet.  Bis  best  indoor  mark  was  4B-8^,  but  outdoors  he 
got  off  his  best  all-time  heave,  riding  the  ball  out  U9   feet  eight  inches- 
only  to  foul  on  the  attempt. 

Aussieker  broke  all  freshman  and  varsity  records 
while  a  freshman,  coming  up  to  college  nith  a  wide  reputation  made  by 
winning  the  state  Class  A  shot  put  and  discuss  three  years  running. 
Elmer  has  also  won  the  Missouri  Valley  A.A.U.  and  the  Ozark  A.A.U.  shot 
put  and  discus  the  past  three  years. 

The  strict  training  habits  of  the  popular 
22-year-old  blond-haired  Normandy,  Mo,,  boy  are  already  legendary  at 
Missouri.  The  hard-working  champion  gets  tan  hours  of  sleep  every 
night,  his  dates  notwithstanding;  the  girls  just  get  used  to  coming 
home  early.

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Elmer  never  misses  a  day  of  pra<!tloe  during  the 
season.  And  over  the  summer  works  on  his  form  with  his  favorite  toys, 
the  iron  ball  and  the  disc*  Even  when  the  Missotu'i  football  team  was 
idling  after  practice  in  the  southland  for  its  Sugar  Bowl  battle  with 
Fordham,  Aussieker  could  be  found  putting  his  shot  and  scaling  his  discus. 

Aussieker  comes  from  a  family  of  athletes.  His 
two  older  brothers,  Bud  and  Mel,  were  football  and  track  stars  at 
Washington, University  (St.  Louis)  and  St.  Louis  U.,  respectively.  His 
younger  brother,  Fred,  was  a  leading  scorer  in  the  state  for  Nonnandy 
High  in  football  and  is  state  shot  put  and  discus  ohai^p  Just  like  Elmer 
used  to  be. 

"I  like  track,"  Elaer  says,  ^Because  of  the 
friendly  rivalry.  Shot  putters  are  always  ready  to  help  one  another 
out  with  advice,  and  there  are  never  any  hard  feelings  after  a  meet." 

That's  what  Coach  Simpson,  whom  Aussieker  credits 
greatly  for  his  development,  means  vriien  he  says,  "If  Elmer  woxild  only 
get  mad."  If  Elmer  only  would. 

And  get  mad,  Elmer  may  this  Saturday- — for 
it  will  take  some  extra  impetus  to  win  the  shot  put  at  the  Illinois  Tech 
Relays.  Besides  Auasiker,  the  outstanding  Big  Ten  imd  Central  Collegiate 
shotputters  are  also  entered  in  the  event. 

Bob  Beierle  of  Wisconsin,  who  won  the  Big  Ten 
title  last  week  aith  a  toss  of  4-7  feet  8  3A  inches,  is  undefeated  this 
season.  Of  course,  his  Big  Ten  championship  toss  was  not  as  long  as 

Aussieker' 8  winning  heave  in  the  Big  Six but  Beierle  was  not  pushed 

in  the  Big  Ten  meet.

and  fifth  respectively. 

And  Just  to  complete  the  galaxy  of  stare  that 
Aussleker  may  have  to  get  mad  about,  Paul  Mail  of  Illinois,  who  finished 
third  in  the  Big  Ten  last  week,  and  Les  Kalchik,  outstanding  Marquette 
so|4>omore,  are  also  included  in  the  entries  in  the  Relays  Shot  Put. 
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More  than  4-50  athletes  representing  37  mid-r.'e stern 
colleges  and  universities  and  nine  Chicago  high,  scliools  vfill  compete 
Saturday  (March  I4)  in  the  fourteenth  annual  running  of  the  Illinoir, 
Tech  Relay  Giimes. 

Tlie  field  of  individual  entries j  star  studded  and  Y;ell- 
b2.1anced,  featuring  champions  from  the  Big  Ten,  the  Big  Six,  the  Ceritral 
Collegiate,  the  North  Central,  the  MissourJ.  Valley  and  the  South  Dakota 
Collegiate  conferences,  gives  advance  assurance  that  the  Rela;'-s  will  be 
a  success. 

Also  it  is  to  be  noted  that  all  but  one  of  the  top  ten 
scoring  teams  from  last  year's  Relays  are  returning.

£iCGording  to  the  crimplete  program  announced  today. 

Mr.  Olds  will  speak  on  "Power  and  the  War  Effort,"  and  his  speecj. 
will  feature  the  opening  session  of  the  meeting.  Mr-  Chevalier  will  be  vie 
featured  speaker  at  the  "/ill  Engineers'  Dinner,"  which  is  the  social  hitiV-ldrt 
of  the  program. 

In  announcing  the  complete  program  of  the  conference,  Stanton  '■.■ 
Winston  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  director,  stated  that  more 
advance  interest  had  been  evidenced  in  the  program  than  ever  before,  iir 
Mr.  Winston  feels  that  tliis  interest  is  due  to  the  urgency  of  the  nation's 
power  problems. 

"The  need  in  the  present  war  effort  is  for  power  and  even  more  power," 
points  out  Director  Winston.   "It  is,  therefore,  the  hope  of  the  conference 
directorate  that  the  194-2  meeting  will  provide  a  stimulus  to  the  production 
of  power  in  the  present  emergency." 

Outside  of  the  usual  formalities,  the  entire  opening  session  of  the 
coming  Midwest  Power  Conference  will  be  devoted  to  the  nation's  power  problem. 
Following  Mr.  Olds'  talk  will  be  an  address  on  "Prevention  of  Steam  Losises 
and  Fuel  Waste  in  the  Present  Emergency"  by  V.  G.  Leach,  chief  combustion 
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FIRST  i.DD  MIDWEST  POWER  CONFERLiCE 
engineer  of  the  Peabody  Coal  Company. 

Because  of  the  importance  of  power  in  the  victory  drive,  the  conference, 
now  in  its  fifth  year  under  the  present  sponsorship,  has  thus  become  of 
national  significance,  Mr.  Winston  emphasizes. 

The  conference  i;"  sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  with 
the  co-operation  of  nine  other  midweftern  univer;:ities  and  seven  engineering 
societies.  It  was  set  up  in  this  manner  to  offer  "an  opportunity  for  all 
persons  interested  in  power  production,  transmission  or  consumption  to  meet 
together  annually  for  the  study  of  mutual  problems  free  from  the  ret  trie tTr-is 
of  required  membership  in  technical  or  social  organizations."

Dr.  Schcllenbei-gor,  ;7ho  holds  his  Ph.  D.  degree  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota,  was  director  of  bi.ochemistry  for  llohm  and 
Haas  Company  in  Philadelphia,  Pr.,,  prior  to  joining  the  staff  at  the 
Research  Foundation  for  this  v/ork. 

Already  noted  for  this  t^rpe  of  work,  iitiving  been  in 
charge  of  the  agricultural  section  of  a  similar  study  mtide  in  the  United 
States  by  the  National  Research  Council,  Dr.  Hopkins  has  been  called  from 
a  faculty  post  at  Iov;a  State  College,  iimes.  It..,  to  join  the  party.  He 
has  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  the  tenure  of  the  study  by  Iov;a 
Sta.te.  Dr.  Hopkins  holds  his  Ph.  D.  degree  from  Harvard, 

In  all,  the  field  party  ':ill  include  seven  persons,  for 
each  man  Vv'ill  be  accompanied  by  his  wife,  and  Dr.  God-.;"in's  three  and,  one- 
half  year  old,,  son  '.'ill  also  make  the  trip. 

The  field  part;/-,  as  previously  announced,  v;ill  leave  the 
United  States  during  the  latter  part  of  March.   They  will  go  direct  to 
.Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  where  they  will  set  up  permanent  headquarters 
for  the  party.

Dr.  Godv.-in  estimates  th.:it  the  group  v/ill  "bo  there  from  six 
months  to  one  year. 

During  its  stay  in  Ji.rgrintine,  the  field  partj-  v;ill 
by  no  means  confine  j.ts  activities  to  Bueno.'i  Aires.   In  fact,  the  field 
party  will  t.ravel  and  work  througJiout  tiie  entire  country,  but  Buenos 
Aires  v.'i].l  rem^ain  at  all  times  its  headquarters.

more  intense  study  of  certain  projects  at  the  Armour  Researcii  Foundation 
laboratories  in  Chicago.   The  entire  staff  at  the  Foundation  v.'ili  be 
available  for  this  work,  vith  Dr.  Martin  H,  Hoeren  directing  tho  co- 
ordination of  inter-related  activities  in  Chicago.

He  became  bas]:etto,ll  coach  at  Illinois  Tecli  in  19/+0  for  the 
194-0-/fl  sefison,  and  this  year  the  direction  ol  the  tra,ck  team  mio   added 
to  his  duties  vmile  Coacb.  Norman  Root  was  on  sick  leave.

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One  hundred  and  thirty  woi.ien  oi'  the  Chicago  area 
are  now  actually  preriaring  to  trace  important  .jobs  in  defense  industi-ies 
at  Illinois  Instltrite  ol"  Technology  in  Chicago.  They  are  students  in  the 
first  such  technical  tr;' ining  courses  ever  offered  for  vomen  in  the 
United  States. 

The  130  women,  a  selected  fev^  out  oJ'  more  than  350 
women  vfho  applied  for  admittr.nce  to  the  course,  arc  stu(.[ying  to  be  mater- 
ials inspectors,  engineering  draftsmen,  and  industrial  chemists.   They 
began  this  study  on  Monday,  March  9,  and  ?'ill  complete  the  course  on  May 
29,  thus  being  prepai-ed  to  go  to  wor)-:  by  Juno  1. 

Their  training  is  Vjeing  paid  forr  by  the  United  Sti-tes 
government,  and  they, are  being  trained  ct  the  request  of  industr7»^o  For 
Illinois  Tech  is  offering  the   courses  \uider  the  auspices  of  tlie  United 
States  Office  of  Education  as  a  part  of  its  Engineering,  Science  and  Man- 
agement Defense  Training  courses,  and  the  sch.ool  arranged  for  the  course 
because  industry  requested  it.

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The  tr-i-ining  of  these  -.vomen  is  tlie  first  concrete 
step  that  has  been  taKen  in  pursuf.nco  of  the  government' e  order  that  in- 
dustry must  prepare  to  replace  all  of  its  potential  1-A  men  ':,'ho  are  in  fact 
not  irreplaceable,  for  though  the  order  had  been  given  there  Vv^as  no  place 
to  \;hich  industry  could  turn  as  a  source  of  supply  for  their  nouds. 

Industi'y  in  the  Chicago  area ,V:nov;.ing  that  Illinois 

Tech  had  already  vithiji  a  year  trained  more  than  10,000  men  in  defense 

training  courses turned  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Tocimology.   Those 

courses  for  women  were  the  result. 

Alrefidy  advc-..nco  demands  by  industry  indicate  that  all 
of  the  Yjomen  v/ho  uompleto  the  courses  '."ill  be  placed  in  defense  industries, 
according  to  school  officials.  So;no  firms  li.-vo  even   requested  the  vromen 
on  a  co-opei'ative  basis,  tliat  is  they  v;ant  the  vromcn  to  begin  vrork  no\;  and 
at  the  same  time  take  tiie  training  course. 

It  is  the  hope  of  th-.;  Illinois  Tech  officials  r/ho  are 

directing  the  progrrun Henry  T.  Heald,  president  and  co~ordinator  for  the 

[Initcd  St.Ltos  Office  of  mucation  fox"  this  area,  and  Jolm  I.  Yellott,  dir- 
ector of  the  Institute's  defense  training  program that  those  courses  for 

women  vdll  prove  to  be  leader  courses  for  othurs  to  follow.  In  this  event, 
facilities  at  Illinois  Tech  will  be  expanded  and  new-  courses  v;ill  be  offered 
to  more  women  this  summer,  ^it  that  time,  many  more  students  will  be  ad- 
mitted, as  the  Institute  will  prepare  to  train  more. 

For  the  initial  offering,  three  vital  fields  in  which 
definite  shortages  in  manpower  do  now  exist  in  defense  industries  were 
picked  as  ones  in  v/hich  training  should  be  offered.

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Three  separate  courses  ere  being  ofi'ered,  one  in 
materials  inspection  and  testing,  ;.::nother  in  engineering  dr;.rting,'  and  a 
third  in  industrial  chemistry. 

At  the  present  time,  the  courses  arc  full.  Illinois 
Tech  v/anted  no  more  students  for  the  first  exclusive  Foiaen't;  ,.)rogri-'.m,  vvr.rit- 
ing  to  conduct  it  as  an  exjjeriment.  But  the  officials  v/ero  liappy  to  note 
the  interest  of  the  vromen  in  the  work  by  ths  fact  that  the  enrollraent  Ox'  130 
was  filled  nithin  a  i.'eek  after  the  first  announcement  of  the  program  out  of 
the  more  than  350  women  v.'ho  asked  for  admittance  to  the  j.irograra. 

Tlio  ;;omen  in  the  courses  are  undergoing  a  rigorous 
training  for  the  12-v7eeks  duration  of  the  program.   They  are  in  clfusset;  4-0 
hours  per  iveek.   It  is  a  full-time  j-jrogram,  and  the  housev-ives  and  ciub'vomcn 
and  the  salesgirls  and  students  enrolled  have  had  to  sacrifice  everything 
else  to  take  the  program. 

"But,"  emphasizes  President  Heald,  "if  vre  do  not  prepare 
the  vomon  to  stand  a  i40-hour  a  v;eek  grind,  the  training,  no  matter  hov;  thor- 
ough, would  be  of  no  vf.luo  to  them  iviien  completed,  for  the  vromen  v/ould  not  be 
prepared  to  meet  the  40--iiour  grind  of  industry  v>-hon  the  course  is  completed. 
They  must  be  ready  to  go  to  r/ork  as  soon  as  posfjible?  it  is  vitril  to  the 
nation . "

Fifty  women  are  taking  the  first  course,  45  the  second 
and  35  the  third.   The  smaller  number  in  industrial  chemistry  is  reflected  in 
the  fact  that  requirements  for  admittance  to  this  course  were  higher  than  the 
other  tvra,  two  years  of  college  being  required  instead  ox  one. 

However,  in  special  cases,  some  women  v/ith  extensive  in- 
dustrial experience  v,'ere  admitted  to  the  courses  v/ithout  college  training. 
But  as  a  general  rule  the  college  training  was  a  minimum  requirement. 

The  courses  are  being  supervised  by  regu].ar  members  of 

the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  faculty.  Prof.  J,  F.  Kozacka  has  charge 

of  materials  inspection  and  testing;  Frof .  Walter  H.  Seegrist,  engineering 

drafting)  and  Prof.  Lee  Francis  Supple,  industrial  chemistry.

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However,  no  collogo  credit  is  being  fjivon  for  the 
courses.   Instead,  upon  completion  ol'  a  defense  training  course,  the  v/omcn 
v.dll  receive  a  certificate  from  the  United  States  Office  of  Education. 
This  certificate  r;ill  satisfy  the  civil  service  roquireraents  in  each  of 
the  respective  jobs  being  trained  for,  as  tne  courses  have  been  built  by 
Prof.  Yellott  to  meet  i^ll  such  requirements. 

Also  the  placei.ient  office  facilities  of  the  Institute 
T^:ill  be  available  to  the  '..'omeh. 

The  officials  of  Illiuois  Tech  emphasize  that  the  aim 
of  the  courses  is  not  to  produce  highly- tr lined  workers  in  the  fields  of 
inspection,  drafting  and  industrial  chendstry,  for  it  is  obvious  that  this 
cannot  be  done  in  12  v;eeks3  but  the  aim  is  to  produce  v.-omen  specialized  in 
certain  jobs  so  that  they  can.  replace  men  in  defense  industries  vdio  are 
doing  routine  jobs. 
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Insurance  men  and  fire  protection  engineers  v;ho  Itnow  boys 
who  give  promise  of  becoming  good  fire  protection  engineers  nor  have  an 
opportunity  to  render  these  boys  a  service  and  contribute  to  the  recruiting 
of  able  men  for  the  insurance  business^  sa7V3  Prof.  J.  B.  Finnegan,  director 
of  the  Fire  Protection  ^gineering  Department  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

Prof.  Finnegan  points  out  that  insurance  men  can  refer  such 
boys  to  the  scholarship  plan  offered  at  the  Fire  Protection  Engineering  De- 
partment of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Under  this  plan  a  considerable  number  of  four-year  scholar- 
ships providing  for  payment  of  tuition  and  all  other  fees  are  awarded  to 
outstanding  and  well-qualified  students.   The  scliolarship  students  are  also 
employed  in  inspection  bureaus  in  the  summer  and  after  graduation. 

Time  for  the  scholarship  avjards  to  be  made  is  once  again  at 
hand. for  the  group  which  vrlll   enter  college  in  Sep  ember.   Boys  who  wish  to 
apply  should  communicate  immediately  V'.dth  the  chairman  of  the  scholarship 
committee,  Kent  H.  Parker,  Western  Actuarial  Bureeiu,  222  "est  Adams  Street, 
Chicago . 

A  committee  of  men  prominent  in  fire  insurance  and  fire  pro- 
tection engineering  decides  upon  the  scholarship  awards.   The  awards  are

Illinois  Tech's  Dopartniont  of  Fire  ?i-otcction  Engineering  is 
the  only  department  of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  ';:iut  it  is  not  a  new  T'Viiaij  it 
is  a  time-tested  success.  The  Institute's  first  class  in  fire  protection  en- 
gineering was  graduated  in  1906,  ■■.nd  eu.ch  year  since  that  ti.ue  a  group  of 
young  nen men  trained  in  basic  engineering  principles  '.'ith  speciaJ.  instruc- 
tion in  applications  of  engineering  to  the  problems  of  fire  protection  :.nd 
'dth  a  roiov-ledge  of  the  elements  of  fire;  in,3urance hu.s  been  graduated. 

More  than  4OO  men  h..ve  r'jceived  their-  degr;ies  in  this  course, 
and  all  but  a  fev;  hcvo  entered  the  insurance  business  •■^nd  are  still  v;ith  in- 
surance companies. 

As  a  result  graduates  of  the  Institute  are  ;vell  "i'aaov/n  to  the 
fire  insurance  business. 

The  school  r.'as  eai'ly  recognised  as  c  valuable  service  to  the 
bUv^Aness,  and  in  1913,  the  Fire  Unucr-.'/r iters  iissociution  under  the  leadership 
of  Fillington  R.  Tormley,  cstablirhed  a  scholarship  pl^.n  in  the  dO;jartmt;nt.

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In  1920,  at  tho  suggestion  of  Jackson  V.  Parker,  the  plan  vras  ezpanded, 
and  since  that  year,  the  capital  stock  fire  insurance  companies,  through 
the  Western  Actuarial  Bureau,  have  maintained  the  pi"esent  scholarship  plan.

The  one  blot  upon  the  Tacha,wks*  otherrfise  perfect  record  is 
t^  ;tie  with  the  Horthwestem  University  rifle  team*  And  since  rifle  matches 
eall  for  the  deciding  of  ties  bjr  adding  the  sixth  lasji's  score  to  the  regular 
score,  Northwestern  was  awarded  a  victory  in  the  match,  and  so  the  Tech  rifle 
artists  do  have  one  defeat  on  their  recoil* 

But  this  worries  ttie  Tech  rifle  team  not  at  all,  for  to  col- 
legiate marksmen  tliere  is  really  only  one  importitnt  match*  This  is  the  Nation&l 
Rifle  Association  Intercollegiate  Dewar  Team  Champipnshlp  which  is  annually  fired 
at  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  the  Techawks  are  busy  making  plans  to  annex  tiie 
title  in  this  event. 

The  intercollegiate  championships,  which  are  open  to  teaias 
from  all  accredited  universities,  colleges  and  junior  colleges  affiliated  with 
the  National  Rifle  Association,  this  year  will  be  fired  on  Friday,  March  27,  at 
the  University  of  Chicago  Field  House*  The  Techawks  will  be  entered,  and  this 
competition  will  olJjnax  their  season* 

And  the  Techawks  go  into  the  meet  hopeful,  believing  that  they 
will  annex  the  collegiate  championship  from  ai!K»ng  the  field  of  more  than  20 
teasis— including  many  from  the  Big  Ten  schools— —that  will  compete.  If  they 
do  win  the  title,  the  Illinois  Tech  riflemen  will  have  to  wrest  the  croim  froia 
the  University  of  Iowa  marksmen  i^o  are  defending  champions  and  who  will  be  on 
hand  to  defend  their  title,

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But  the  Techawks  believe  this  possible,  for  last  srear  they 
finished  in  second  place  in  the  tournament  just  behind  the  lowans.

These  thirteen  fellovirs,  according  to  fJIr.  Vagtborg, 
were  picked  from  a  field  of  more  than  150  candid.^tes  from  52  Merican 
colleges,  universities  and  technical  schools. 

Selection  of  the  fellows  was  made  partly  on  the  basis 
of  scholarship,  personality,  leadership,  character,  and  genuine  interest 
in  the  Gas  Industry  as  a  field  of  development.   "And  in  no  case,"  Mr. 
Vagtborg  emphasizes,  "was  any  student  appointed  who  had  not  been  inter- 
viev/ed  by  at  least  one  member  of  the  Gas  Institute  staff. 

Responsibility  for  the  selection  of  the  fellows  ;vas 
placed  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Lincoln  R.  Thiesmeyer,  student  counselor  for 
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the  Institute.  He  reports  that,  he  is  much  impressed  by  the  excellence  of 
the  group  of  appointees. 

Dr.  Thiesmeyer  says,  "The  general  excellence  of  the 
group  is  suggested  by  the  follov/ing  summaries; 

"Of  these  13  splendid  boys  8  achieved  the  distinction 
of  ranking  among  the  topmost  2/5  in  their  graduating  classes.   Several 
neve   top  men  of  the  entire  engineering  division  at  their  respective  schools. 
None  had  less  than  a  B  average  in  general  scholarshipj  idth  special  pro- 
ficiency in  his  major  studies.   Ten  are  members  of  honorary  professional 
and  scholastic  fraternities  in  chemistry,  engineering,  mathematics,  geo- 
logical sciences.   Seven  'von  special  scholarship  awards  or  prizes. 

"five  of  the  boys  are  listed  in  Fno's  V>Tio  in  American 
Colleges  and  Universities.  One  T^as  captain  of  two  major  varsity  sports 
and  president  of  his  social  fraternity.   Two  were  editors-in-chief  of 
their  school  papers.   Three  were  officers  of  the  student  body.  One  was 
president  of  t?ie  senior  class.   One  was  manager  of  intramural  sports. 
Seven  were  officers  of  honorary  organi2;ations,  three  of  them  being  presi- 
dents.  Two  v/ere  presidents  of  church  organizations  during  their  college 
careers. 

"All  of  the  boys  found  time  for  broad  participation  in 
campus  and  coiiununity  life  other  than  that  cited  above,  while  maintaining 
high  scholarship  and  working  their  way  through  school.   They  are  repre- 
sented in  varsity  swimming,  track,  tennis,  soccer,  debating,  musical  and 
dramatic  organizations,  language  a.nd  science  clubs,  Boy  Scout  a.nd  Y.M.C.A. 
work,  and  other  activities. 
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"Besides  scholarship  aid  received,  nearly  all  these 
boys  earned  from  ?.Jfo   to  lOO/S  of  their  college  expenses.   They  devoted  from 
5  to  30  hours  a  week  to  outside  -.vork  during  the  school  year,  and  spent 
their  summers  in  a  ivide  variety  of  industrial  activities.   The  average 
proportion  of  self-support  among  the  13  men  is  51  per  cent." 

At  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technologj^,  these  men  v/ill  be 
trained  specifically  for  the  Gas  Industry.   Their  Fellowships  virill  make 
available  to  them  an  annual  stipend  of  vl,000.   Additional  income  will 
also  be  provided  the  follov/s  through  their  summer  employment  training. 

They  will  pursue  a  four-year  graduate  training  program 
at  the  Institute  v;hich  will  lead  to  the  doctorate  upon  successful  completion. 

The  incoming  class,  according  to  Mr.  Vagtborg,  has  been 
picked  not  only  according  to  personal  qualifications  but  with  several  pur- 
poses of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  in  mind,  namelys 

1.  To  have  the  fellows  broadly  distributed  geograph- 
ically. 

2.  To  produce  some  men  particularly  fitted  to  research, 
some  to  plant  work,  some  to  contact  and  sales,  and  some  to  administration. 

3.  To  assure  that  all  fellows  are  employable  from  the 
standpoint  of  health,  personality  and  physical  fitness. 
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Tlie  identity  of  thirteen  students^  vv'ho  v/ill  receive 
fellov/ships  to  tlie  neu'ly-forinod  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  and  vho  ",'ill 
begin  the  four-year  graduate  training  program  leading  to  a  doctorate  ira- 
.Tiediately  upon  graduation  this  spring  was  revealed  today  by  Harold  Vagtborg, 
director. 

The  thirteen,  all  of  vrhoin  have  or  will  receive  their 
bachelor's  degrees  at  the  close  of  the  current  school  year,  represent  eleven 
colleges  and  eight  states  from  all  parts  of  the  nation.   They  were  picked  in 
a  nationwide  selection  v,'hich  included  investigation  of  more  than  150  students 
from  52  American  colleges,  universities  and  technical  schools. 

During  their  study  at  the  Gas  Institute,  the  fellows 
will  receive  an  annual  stipend  of  Ss^ljOOO  and  in  the  summer  will  be  employed 
in  the  gas  industry.   The  latter  is  a  part  of  the  required  curriculum  of 
the  program. 

Class  work  v;fill  be  taken  at  the  Institute  of  Gas 
Technology,  which  is  located  at  and  affiliated  with  Illinois  Institute  of 
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Technology  in  Chicago.   The  Gas  Inrstitute  was  just  established  last 
September  for  the  purpose  of  training  men,  promoting  research  and  col- 
lecting and  disseminating  scientific  information  for  the  gas  industry. 

Dr.  Lincoln  R.  Thiesraeyer,  student  counselor  for 
the  Gas  Institute,  directed  the  work  in  connection  with  the  appointment 
of  the  felloi.'S.   He  reports  that  the  thirteen  fellows  are  outstanding  in 
scholarship  and  extra-curricular  activity  and  1-iave  been  in  a  large  measure 
self-supporting  students.

The  Navy  approved  all  of  Illinois  Tech's  courses 
in  status  quo, 
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The  United  States  needs  300,000  more  engineer s  and 
technicians  vdthin  the  next  year  and  it  is  up  to  the  colleges  to  help 

remedy  that  deficiency that  is  the  opinion  of  Henry  T.  Heald,  president 

of  Illinois  Institute  of  Teclmology,  Chicago,  and  co-ordinator  for  the 
United  States  Office  of  Education  in  this  area, 

"V'ar  production  and  government  service  will  demand 
the  use  of  almost  tv,'o  million  engineers  and  technicians  by  June,  194-3,  yet 
actual  figures  shov-i   that  there  are  only  300,000  fully  trained  engineers  in 
the  country,  though  there  are  also  possibly  another  million  v'ith  training 
to  act  as  technicians,  inspectors,  draftsmen  and  the  like,"  Heald  explains. 

President  Heald,  considered  one  of  the  foremost  au- 
thorities on  technical  education  in  the  country,  serving  as  president  of  the 
largest  school  of  its  type  and  having  in  January  been  called  to  speak  before 
the  government's  meeting  of  college  presidents  and  administrators,  adm.its 
that  the  colleges  cannot  meet  all  the  actual  needs. 

But  he  does  suggest  four  v.'ays  in  which  they  can  helps 
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1.  By  an  accelerated  program, 

2.  By  calling  back  to  active  technical  work  the  many 
engineering  graduates  now  engaged  in  other  work. 

3.  By  encouraging  every  qualified  high  school  grad- 
uate to  ente^r  engineering  at  once. 

4»  By  installing  short- terra,  concentre- ted  defense 
training  courses. 

Heald  points  out  that  the  majority  of  engineering 

schools who  rill  altogether  graduate  only  15,000  engineervS  tliis  year 

have  already  speeded  up  their  programs  for  this  year,  eliminating  all 
holidays,  special  exam  weeks,  etc.,  and  as  a  result  most  of  the  class  of 
engineers  ivill  be  ready  for  service  in  the  victory  program  a  month  earlier, 

"Two  and  one-half  million  extra  man  hours  of  scientific 
labor  have  thus  been  made  available  to  the  nation,"  he  says. 

Women,  the  Illinois  educator  feels,  Vvdll  also  play  an 
important  part  in  the  engineering  field.   He  says  that  there  are  many  minor 

jobs draftsmen,  inspectors,  routine  chemists that  can  be  filled  by  women 

because  of  the  scarcity  of  qualified  men. 

/jid  President  Heald  practices  vriiat  he  preaches,  for 
Illinois  Tech  has  already  moved  up  its  19<42  graduation  more  than  a  month,

'•^r.   Stone,  nov  retired,  was  a  pioneer  in  the  gas  in- 
dustry in  Ohio,   Mr»  Sites  is  an  alumnus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  with 
which  the  Gas  Institute  is  affilia.ted.  He  is  now  with  the  Miehle  -Printing  Press  and 
Manufacturing  Company,  Chicago. 

The  Stone  collection  includes  approximately  300  vol- 
umes, including  some  periodicals  and.  reports  dating  from  55  years  ago.   It  is  es- 
pecially valuable,    .  Vagtborg  said,  since  many  of  the  older  volumes  included  are 
difficult  to  obtain  today.   The  entire  collection  includes  much  of  the  history  of 
gas  res  research  during  the  last  55  years. 

The  materials  -will  be  used  at  the  Institute  in  the  study 
of  gas  technology  and  especially  in  making  patent  searches,  vrhich  must  proceed  all 
projects  undertaken  by  the  Institute,  to  prevent  duplication  of  work. 

The  Stone  collection  includes  publications  by  the  Amer- 
MORE 
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ican  Gas  Association,  Chemical  Technology,  and  the  i'jncrican  Gas  Light  Asscoiation 
anvi  affiliated  groups,  in  addition  to  regular  periodicals.   The  Sites  donation  in- 
cludes volumes  of  Chemical  Abstracts  and  the  Journal  of  the  American  Chemical  Soc- 
iety from  1911  to  1932. 

Mr.  Stone  is  a  veteran  of  every  phase  of  the  gas  in- 
dustry.  His  first  job,  at  the  age  of  l6,  vas  making  pick  up  meter  readings,   ^e 
spent  some  years  on  gas  constructiun  vrark  and  finally  becarao  manager  of  four  Ohio 
gas  companies  simultaneously. 

The  job  from  T-hich  he  retired  in  19-41  ';as  as  vice-presi- 
dent, manager  and  director  of  the  Lake  Shore  Gas  Company.  H,j  -jas  president  of  the 
Ohio  Gas  Light  Association  r:hen  it  a-as  the  largest  association  of  its  kind  in  the 
nation.   He  v^as  one  of  the  first  directors  of  t?ie  Am.erican  Gas  Institute  and  editor 
of  several  gas  publications. 

His  "Business  in  Unusua  1  Channels,"  read  to  the  Ohio 
Gas  Association,  u'as  the  first  advocate  of  extensive,  large-scale  use  of  manufac- 
tured gas  for  industrial  purposes,  creating  national  conmicnt  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Stune  has  al-vays  been  an  advocate  of  gas  techno- 
logical training.

The  United  "^tates  needs  300,000  more  engiieers  und  technicians 
within  the  next  year,  and  it  is  up  to  the  colleges  to  help  remedy  that  deficiency — 
that  ie  the  opinion  of  Henry  T,  Keald,  president  of  •'•llinois  Institute  of  Technolo- 
Sy,   Chicgo,  and  co-ordinator  for  the  United  States  Office  of  £ducfetion  in  this  area. 

"V^ar  production  and  government  service  vrill  demand  the  use  of 
almost  tv.o  million  engineers  and  technicians  by  Juns,  19A3»  yet  actual  figures  show 
that  there  are  only  300,000  fully  trained  engineers  in  the  countr;/,  though  there  are 
also  possibly  another  million  ith  training  to  act  as  technicians,  inspectors,  drafts- 
men and  the  liie,"  neald  expalains. 

President  Heald,  considered  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on 
technical  education  in  the  coxmtry,  serving  as  president  of  the  largest  school  of  its 
type  and  having  in  January  been  called  to  speak  before  the  government's  meeting  of 
college  presidents  and  administrators,  admits  thtt  the  colleges  cannot  meet  all  the 
actual  needs. 

But  he  does  sugget^t  foiu:  ways  in  rhlch  they  can  help: 

1.  By  an  accelerated  prograun. 

2.  By  calling  back  to  active  technical  work  the  many  engin- 

tering  graduates  now  engaged  in  other  ^okk.

Heald  points  out  that  the  majority  of  engineering  schools — 
rho  together  grdufc,te  only  15,000  ent,ineers  tills  year — have  already  speeded  up  their 
prot^rtiias  for  this  year,  eliiuin&ting  all  iiolid&ys,  special  exam  s'teks,  4c.,  and  as  a 
result  aost  of  the  class  of  en^aneers  »vill  be  reddy  for  service  in  the  victory  pro- 
grsiia  ti  month  earlier. 

"Tpfo  and  one-htOLf  million  extrt  mtin  hours  of  scientific  labor 
have  thus  been  made  available  to  the  nation,"  he  says.

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All  scientific  work  is  co-ordinated  iny   the  Fotindation' s  scientific 
director.  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Poulter,  whose  supervision  of  the  famed  Foundation-built 
giant  "Snow  Cruiser"  of  the  Byrd  Intarttic  Expedition  has  been,  perhaps,  the  most 
spectacular  page  in  the  Foundation's  brief  history* 

The  actual  daily,  weekly,  monthly  and  yearly  accompli ahments  that 
Justify  the  Foundation  as  an  institution  and  determine  its  peculiar  character  are 
found  in  its  record  of  service. 

Scientific  research  and  experimental  engineering  are  the  two  broad 
classifications  of  work  at  the  Foundation.  The  foitoer,  in  its  industrial  ramifica* 
tlons,  claims  the  major  activity  of  the  organization.  The  Foundation  is  particularly 
equipped  to  serve  as  a  research  department  for  industries,  no  matter  how  large  or  how 
small,  that  have  no  reseai^sh  facilities,  or  improper  ones. 

A  prominent  feature  of  these  services  of  the  Foundation  is  found  in  its 
readily  mobile  character,  its  quickly  adaptive  framework. 

When  an  industry  with  a  long-terra  research  project,  ■which  by  its  very 
length  meets  with  interruptions  during  emergency  periods,  can  move  into  the  Foundation 
instead  of  suffering  under  intolerable  delays,  the  causes  both  of  research  and  good 
business  are  served.  This  situation  is  encountered  very  frequently. 

It  should  be  said  in  passing  that  the  Foundation  conducts  a  large  number 
of  fundamental  research  investigation  as  contributions  to  scientific  knosrledge.  In  some 
cases,  these  researches  are  subsidized  in  part  by  organiaations  or  groups  interested  in 
sponsoring  research  for  its  own  sake* 

The  experimental  engineering  division  permits  and  encourages  the  use  of 
the  general  laboratory  and  shop  facilities  of  the  Foundation  for  short-term  studies  and 
special  tests.  Tests  range  from  short- termed  experiments  to  involved  and  sustained 
piHjgrams,  In  all  these  cases  the  catholicity  of  experience  of  each  Foundation  employee 

-more- 
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is  a  gireat  advantage  to  the  manufacturer  or  industrialist  who  must  have  results  as 
quickly  as  Vciey  can  humanly  be  hadg 

-It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  experimental  engineering  division, 
of  the  firms  utilising  its  services,  raore  th^in  one  half  repeat  regularly  several  tiaes 
each  year  and  some  oftener*  One  company  has  averaged  more  than  100  investigations 
each  year^ 

It  should  be  remembered  that  in  the  Industrial  Research  division,  where 
about  120  long-term  projects  have  been  undertaken  to  date,  each  project  is  guided  by 
an  tvdvisory  coinraittee,  which  includes,  sponsor  representation*  -Each  field  of  invest* 
Igation  is  reserved  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  the  sponsor  for  the  duration  of  the 
project. 

The  Research  laboratory  building,  the  experimental  engineering  building 
and  a  recently-erected  foundry  building,  together  with  the  Lewis  Institute  Division 
ceramics  department,  absorbed  with  the  institution  last  sumiaer,  make  up  the  chief 
physical  properties  of  the  Foundation^ 

How  under  construction  is  "tixe  metallurgy  building,  which  will  contain 
500,000  cubic  feet  of  space  and  which  iritii  full  equipment  will  represent  an  investment 
of  1250,000. 

Most  of  the  research  and  experimental  projects  of  the  Foundation  go  on 
quietly  within  the  laboratories  and  workshops  of  these  buildings  without  causing 
public  furor.  But  in  addition  there  have  been  those  projects,  which  the  Foundation 
tenjie  "human  interest  operations,"  that  have  possessed  ttie  invaluable  power  of  direct- 
ing general  public  attention  to  the  Foundation's  work« 

Among  these  was  the  Antarctic  Snow  Cruiser,  already  mentioned  and  widely 
publicized.  Again,  there  is  an  experiment  in  colloidal  fuel,  the  work  of  over  a  year 
by  F#  W»  Godwin,  M,  H,  Heeren  and  W,  J.  Merwin.

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Thej  have  produced  a  successful  liquid  fuel  suitable  for  power  plant, 
steamship  or  locomotive.  The  fuel  utilizes  coal  dust,  fines  which  accumulates  in 
great  quantity  in  fflines  and  is  both  a  nuisance  and  a  health  hasard. 

In  the  autumn  of  1939  a  stock  model  automobile  was  driven  through  the 
streets  of  Chicago  powered  by  "liquid  coal,"  Three  different  kinds  of  colloidal  fuel 
had  been  used  successfully  in  the  tests  of  the  stock  model  automobile  at  that  tiiaoi, 
The  first  was  a  suspension  of  a  specially  prepared  coal,  ground  to  300  iussh,  in  a 
mixture  of  gasoline,  fuel  oil  and  lubricating  oil* 

The  second  test  of  "liquid  coal"  was  made  with  a  susi:)ension  of  the  coal 
in  a  Diesel  oil,  ThB   third  was  mad®  with  a  suspension  of  the  coal  in  a  very  light 
oil.  The  public  test  and  demonstration  was  carried  out  with  a  more  elaborate  prepara- 
tion of  the  fuel,  A  very  light  oil  or  a  form  of  range  oil  with  a  light  fraction  of 
hydrocarbon,  was  used  in  the  vshici©,  followed  by  special  treatment  of  the  coal,  re- 
sulting in  the  suspension  of  coal  of  about  500  mesh.     In  each  case,  before  the  liquid 
coal  f^ag  introduced  into  the  ausixiary  fuel  tank  on  the  automobile,  it  was  chemically 
stabilised  in  order  to  hold  the  coal  in  suspension,  /although  ''liquid  coal"  is  not  a 
product  ready  for  the  market,  or  consumer  use  in  automobiles,  its  possibilities  are 
important. 

Then,  too,  there  have  been  the  experiments  on  the  standardization  of  the 
golf  ball  and  the  wear  and  tear  to  wMch  it  is  subjectedj  the  investigation  of  the 
growing,  processing  and  preservation  of  potatoes,  which  resulted  in  a  large  reduction 
of  rot  losses  of  such  proportions  thiit  it  had  a  nation-wide  significance;  the  con- 
struction of  a  devise  which  enabled  a  bullet  to  photograph  itself  in  flight  at  the 
unbelievable  speed  of  one-millionth  of  a  secondj  suad  many  more  such  "human  interest" 
operations*

To  help  offset  the  United  States'  dire  shortage  of  trained 
engineering  personnel,  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  arranged  to  increase 
its  supply  of  incoiuing  enr':ineers  by  about  twenty  per  cent  next  fall  through  the 
establislxment  of  a  special  pre-engineering  program. 

The  prs-engineering  program,  announced  today  by  President 
Henry  T.  Heaid  of  Illinois  Tech,  v/ill  t^.ke  a  group  of  selected  boys  who  are  now 

high  school  juniors completing  either  the  si.:th  or  seventh  semester  of  high 

school  noY.' and  prepare  them  for  admission  into  the  engineering  college  next  fall. 

The  boys,  who  v.dll  be  selected  on  the  basis  of  persond 
intervie'vs  and  competitive  examinations,  v;ill  be  given  thirteen  v/eeks  of  intensive 
study  in  Airierican  Institutions,  Sngli.sh,  Engineering  OrientJition,  Mathematics  and 
Physical  Science  Survey  this  surmiier,  and  this  work  '.vill  supplant  their  senior  yocir 
in  high  school.

The  Registry  has  been  organized  by  the  Foundation,  v/hich  is 
located  at  and  affiliated  with  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  during  the  past 
ti/o  nonths  and  is  now  ready  to  begin  regular  operation. 

Infomation  on  chemicals  too  rare  to  be  listed  in  the  catalogs 
of  regular  chenical  supply  houses  vail  be  filed  with  the  Registry  and  indexed  ac- 
cording to  namo,  location  and  amount  available.  Dr.  !fcirtin  H.  ^eeren,  chairman  of 
cheiiical  engineering  research  in  the  Foundation,  will  direct  this  work  and  has  been 
nanod  director  of  the  Registry. 

No  other  complete  listing  of  uncoimon  chenicals  exists,  nor 
has  ;iny  ever  been  attempted  on  a  complete  basis. 

Tlaroughout  the  country's  laboratories,  schools  and  industrial 
plojats  exist  uncoamion  chenicals  made  for  a  highly  specialized  market  and  not  gen- 
erally kiTovm  to  exist,  Dr.  Keeren  says,  but  vdiich  are  constantly  needed  by  research.

||  Since  no  chenioal  supply  house  lists  then,  rosearch  vrorkars 

mist  often  go  through  needless  difficult  and  tine-consmning  preparations  in  the 
laboratory. 

"Now  more  than  ever   it  is  essential  th.^t  the  priceless  tine  of 
scientific  workers  be  conserved  for  better  uses  thcji  such  duplicrtion  of  effort. 
Dr.  Heeren  declares. 

Research  constantly  denands  uncomon  compounds  and  reagents 
Tflhich  are  practically  iinknovm  in  the  coirmiercial  sense,  the  Registry  director  says, 
and  consequently  research  vrorkers  needing  thoa  iiust  often  spend  ueeks  or  even 
rionths  just  discovering  a  source  of  such  naterials. 

The  Registry  is  not  a  "chenical  baiil-c,"  inasnuch  as  it  does  not 
store  the  actual  chenicals.   It  does  not  buy  or  sell  then,  but  norely  naintains 
an  indexed  file  of  their  sources  and  supplies. 

Chenicals  to  be  found  in  the  catalogs  of  supply  houses  are  not 
included,  but  all  those  not  available  through  regular  channels  v;ill  be  listed. 

The  file  will  be  regarded  as  a  confidential  secret  and  v/ill 
not  be  open  to  general  inspection.  Specific  inquiries  will  be  ansi;ered  by  the  Rog- 
istry.   In  transactions  in  which  the  owner  of  the  chenical  \7ishes  to  renain  anon- 
ynous  to  prevent  the  disclosure  of  connercial  secrets,  the  Registry  will  act  as  in- 
temediary. 

Requests  for  file  data  havu  been  nade  of  approxiriately  2000 

industrial  and  educational  laboratories.  Inconplcte  filings  of  certain  specialized 

chenicals  already  indexed  by  private  laboratories  have  been  incorporated  into  the 

Registry  files.  Pioneer  work  of  the  /unerican  Association  of  Scientific  ■forkers 

tovjard  a  central  infomational  clearing  house  on  chenacals  in  included  in  that 

category. 
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H  Although  the  2000  laboratopjss  already  oont acted  include  the 

largest  supplies  of  the  naterials  to  be  listed,   Dr,   Hooren  said,    it   is  liipossible 
for  the  R^jgistry  to  knov;  all  the  possible  souroee,      "It   is   essential  that   all  lab- 
oratories,   individuals  or  industrial  concerns  not   contacted  co-operate  in  volunr- 
tarily  subnitting  any  infornation  they  possess,''  he  adds. 

Dr.   Heeren  has  requested  that   all  nanuf acturers  of  cheriicals 
supply  data  on  ne\i  additions  to   their  lines  not  yet   included  in  catalogs  and  that 
the  conpanies  notify  the  Registry  ::henever  the  nore  ^ncormon  cheriicals  do  find  their 
v/ay  into  the  regular  connercial  listings. 

The  Registry  \all  be  of  inestinablo  service  to  both  edtiga« 
tional  rjid  industrial  scientists,   Dr,  Heeren  says,    \n  profiding  a  central  clearing 
house  for  such  cheraical  infornation.     No  charge  v/ill  bo  nade  for  the  Registry's   sei?- 
vices. 

The  Arnour  ResearGli  Foundation  first  considered  pstablistoent 
of  the  Registry  -rStoT  research  vrorker^  there  had  spent  iaore  th-'iii.  tvifp  nouths  locating 
a  fevj  graris  of  certain  rare  chenical  needed  in  a  Foundation  proqeg^,

Faced  with  a  shortage  trf  "womanpower, "  students  at  the  Anaour 
College  of  Engineering  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  who  are  training  to  help 
meet  the  nation's  shortage  of  manpower  have  proved  that  they  are  ingenious  enoiigh  to 
meet  emergency  problems. 

The  Armour  men  have  gone  into  the  "in^jortation"  business — im- 
portation of  feminine  ccmpanions  through  the  organization  of  a  dance  olub« 

The  club,  organized  in  1939,   is  now  a  full-gro\m,  thriving 
group  of  more  than  one  hxindred  Armour  men  complete  with  ftinds,  a  "dating  bureau"  and 
a  professional  danoemaster. 

Each  Wednesday  afternoon  at  5  o'clock  the  manbers  gather  in 
the  Anaour  Auditorium,     There  they  find  anywhere  from  50  to  100  girls  waiting,  girls 
from  other  campuses— Illinois  Tech's  Lewis  campus,  St»  Xavier,  DePaul  University, 
Chicago  Teachers  College — secretaries  from  Spiegel  Mail  Order  Company  and  nurses  from 
yarious  Chicago  hospitals. 

And  it  is  no  miracle  that  brings  these  girls  to  Auaiour— daily 
stronghold  of  more  than  SOOO  men.     It  is  long-range  planning  and  organization  on  the 
part  of  Illinois  Tech*s  I«ince  Club, 

At  first,  the  "impoaTtation"  was  handled  simply  as  an  invita- 
tional affair— club  m^abers  with  "steadies"  brought  than  to  the  early  meetings, 
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But  the  boys  early  learned  that  this  did  not  produce  enough  "womanpower"  to  mat oh 
their  numbers. 

Club  officers  decided  they  must  operate  on  a  buatness-like  bas- 
is*    A  conmittee  was  appointed  to  interview  prospectiiJie  "oompanions"  and  to  "track 
down"  girls  vi4xo  would  life©  to  meet  Armour  men.     "Steadies"  already  attending  the 
meetings  were  asked  to  acquaint  their  girl  friends  with  the  club  and  its  aotivitiess 
Finally,  questionnaires  were  sent  to  all  glrsl  thus  contacted— girls  at  other  schools , 
business  firms,  hospitals,  etc, —and  frcan  them  the  officers  compiled  records  of  the 
girls*  descriptions,  addresses  and  times  when  they  vjould  be  availbble. 

Then  vdth  the  source  of  "womanpower"  located,  the  club  officers 
decided  to  make  it  as  easy  as  possible  for  the  girls  to  come  to  the  dance  club  meet- 
ings.    A  transportation  oomnittee  was  appointed,  and  it  was  this  coinraittee's  duty  to 
see  that  girls  wishing  to  attend  meetings  were  called  for  and  taken  hoae  in  personal 
cars.     Members  with  oars  were  drafted  and  oiganized  on  imioh  the  same  basis  as  had 
been  the  girls~in  return  the  monbers  with  ears  were  promised  car  ejqjenaes  through 
club  funds. 

How  at  4*30  o*olock  each  .Wednesday  afternoon,  the  club  m^a- 
bers  with  cars  gather  in  fromt  of  the  AraKJur  Mission,  45  litest  Thirty-third,  where 
are  held  the  sessions  of  the  club,  to  get  their  "assignments,"    Thence,  they  go  to 
various  parts  of  the  city  to  pick  up  the  girls  and  return.     By  5  p.m.,  the  girls 
have  been"imported,"  the  other  members  meet  at  the  auditorium  in  the  Mission,  and 
the  danoe  is  on. 

Two  years  hare  proven  the  plan  a  success  and  the  m^abers  with 
cars  are  getting  their  mileage  expenses— and,  more  important,  the  girls.     Not  even 
a  rubber  shortage  can  stop  tiie  plan;  the  men  like  it  too  well,  and  it  continues  to 
function  with  the  numbers  of  girls  "imported"  growing  each  week. 
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The  olub  began  two  years  ago  when  a  faoalty  member—Mrs,  Anna 
C,  Oroutt,  ollnioal  psyohologlst~conoluded  that  too  many  Armour  man  felt  that  their 
"social  life  was  being  starred  because  there  weren't  any  girls  on  the  campus," 

She  called  a  conference  of  the  Inter-?raternity  Council  presi- 
dent and  other  student  leaders  and  suggested  the  dance  olub  idea,  ^t  appealed  to 
the  men,  end  from  that  time  on  the  club  wjs  a  student  adventure,  althou^  Miss  Or- 
outt is  still  faculty  sponsor. 

There  happened  to  be  two  students  on  the  campus  at  that  time 
^o  earned  their  school  expenses  by  teaching  dancing  in  dovaitown  studios.  Thoy  vol- 
unteered their  services,  and  an  anonymous  friend  donated  an  electric  phonograph  and 
a  supply  of  records,  which  is  supplemented  each  week  by  the  newest  nnmbeing. 

Fewer  than  twenty  students  attended  the  first  sessions,  but 
the  club  grew.  The  men  passed  the  elementary  stage  and  demanded  more  advanced 
lessons,  so  the  group  was  divided  into  two  sections— one  for  veterans,  one  for  be- 
ginners. 

Now,  the  olub  has  grovan  to  be  the  largest  student  organization 
on  the  Illinois  Tech  cas$)us.  Membership  is  open  to  any  student  with  25  cents— which 
entitles  him  to  weekly  instruction  for  a  semester,  admission  to  all  dance  club  par- 
ties, and  the  services  of  the  dating  bureau.  The  fees  help  pay  for  new  records  as  well, 

When  the  cxirrent  year  opened,  the  club  found  its  instructors 
had  been  graduated,  with  no  one  to  replace  them,  Illinois  Tech's  president,  ^enry 
T.  Qeald,  solved  the  delemma— phe  underwrote  the  olub  with  funds  to  hire  a  professional 
dancing  teacher,  Daniel  DoWald. 

The  affiliated  "dating  bureau"  is  a  novel  institution  in  it- 
self. It  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  original  "transportation"  oonmittee,"  which 
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weakly  rounds  up  all  the  club  manbers  with  cars  and  sends  them  scurrying  off  to 
Tarious  parts  of  the  city  to  bring  back  "the  girls." 

^t  operates,  too,  for  other  school  functions.     As  the  Annour 
student  body  at  present  includes  only  one  coed— oRosaisond  Golden,  the  dance  club  sec- 
retary—club laanbsra  use  its  facilities  when  the  spring  formal  or  the  Junior  prom 
creeps  closer  than  they  realized,  catching  them  "dateless." 

Lfore  than  100  girls  are  on  the  bureau  list— and  they  are  all 
"beautiful,"  club  officers  report.     The  records  include  their  addresses,  phone  nuio- 
bers,  height,  weight,  color  of  hair  and  eyes,  hobbies  and  interests, 

"Illinois  Taoh  trains  personalities  as  well  as  engineers— and 
this  club  is  a  aaall  part  of  that  program,"  Miss  Orcutt  declares. 
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Three  of  Illinois  Tech's  four  spring  sports  teams  will  be  busy 
on  foreign  ground  S'iturday.  Only  the  baseball  teaia  v;ill  be  idle,  resting  after  the 
Chicago  Teachers  gaiue  Thursday. 

Tech's  tennis  team  v/ill  travel  to  Lake  Forest  for  its  fifth 
meet  of  the  year,  after  meeting  '.'heaton  at  home  Friday. 

The  golf  squad  mil  go  to  Beloit  for  its  fifth  meet  of  tho 
season.  Coach  Samuel  Bibb  Virill  probably  play  his  entire  first  teairi,  consisting  of 
five  seniors. 

Coach  Harry  Heidenreich's  track  ir^en  vjill  compete  in  their 
first  triangular  meet  of  the  season  at  Morton  Junior  College.  I'forton  and  l.'ilson 
junior  colleges  will  provide  the  opposition.  The  Tech  tracksters  v/ill  be  out  to 
keep  their  season  average  above  .500 — they  have  lost  to  Elmhurst  and  iron  over  La- 
G-range  Junior  Collage  to  date.

Grinter  announced  today  that  Illinois  Tech's 
pre-engineering  prograjn  would  include  four  weeks  of  study  at  Camp  Armour  in 
Wisconsin. 

The  pre-engineering  program,  designed  to  help  offset  the 
United  States'  dire  shortage  of  trained  engineering  personnel  by  increasing  the 
supply  of  incoming  engineers,  vfill  take  a  group  of  selected  boys  who  are  now  high 

school  juniors completing  either  the  sixth  or  seventh  semester  of  high  school 

and  prepare  them  for  admission  into  the  engineering  college  next  fall.

Women  who  w&iit  war  jobs  now  have  an  opportunity  to  get  such 
positions  ty  enrolling  in  a  special  tuition-free  course  which  vlll  be  offered  by 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  co-operation  vdth  the  United  Sttites  Office  of 
Education . 

Illinois  Tech  will  begin  tlie  training  of  200  women  in  a  nevr 
program  of  study  in  ordnance  inspection  on  Monday,  May  18,  it  was  announced  today 
by  President  Henry  T.  Heald,  and  requests  already  indicate  that  there  are  at  least 
this  many  inspection  jobs  for  women  open  in  the  Chicago  area. 

The  course  follows  a  "pilot"  course  begun  March  9  in  which  54. 
women  are  now  studying  ordnance  inspection.  They  will  finish  on  May  29.  Tiiat 
program  was  the  first  course  in  the  nation  offering  defense  training  preparing 
then  for  actual  work:  as  technicians. 

Although  Illinois  Tech  is  still  the  country' s  only  school 
offering  this  type  of  training,  the  new  program  is  no  longer  an  experiment.  The 
first  "pilot"  course  has  proved  so  successful  that  the  Institute  with  the  co- 
operation of  Ordnance  District  officials  is  esqjanding  the  set-up  to  a  point  wher 
it  will  largely  supply  the  needs  of  the  district.

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Fifteen  thousand  civilians  are  "going  to  war"  in  Chicago. 
Not  with  guns  do  they  march — but  with  gauges  and  tools  and  test  tubes  and 
mathematics — and  with  trained  minds. 
H|  These  15,000  civilians  are  the  students  and  graduates 

of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  Engineering,  Science  and  Management 
Defense  training  program.  They  make  the  Illinois  Tech  program  by  far  the 
largest  defense  training  set-up  operating  in  any  city. 

And  the  training  of  these  15,000  also  gives  Illinois 
Tech  the  unique  honor  of  having  trained  more  defense  technicians  than  any 
other  privately-operated  school  in  the  nation.  Only  three  schools  through- 
out the  nation  have  trained  technicians  in  figures  more  pretentious one 

of  them  through  mass  education  in  extension  courses,  the  other  two  in 
classes  spread  over  state-wide  areas.  And  all  three  are  state  owned  and 
operated  schools. 

Illinois  Tech  has  not  trained  its  15,000  through  the 
mails.  Nor  is  it  trying  to  train  a  whole  state  to  produce  for  victory. 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  created  in  1940  when  Armour  Institute  and 
Lewis  Institute,  two  famous  Chicago  engineering  schools  with  reputations 
for  fine  training  and  leadership  earned  by  each  in  more  than  a  half  century 
of  work,  merged  to  form  the  largest  institute  of  its  kind  in  America  and 
to  give  the  Midwest  a  great  technical  school,  is  seeking  only  to  help  the 
nation's  second  city  do  its  part  in  an  all-out  effort  for  war an  effort 
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that  is  growing  by  leaps  and  "bounds . 

The  aircraft  industry  is  a  good  example.  More  than  two 
hundred  firms  in  Chicago  are  now  building  appliances  for  war-time  aircraft, 
turning  out  engines,  wings  and  completed  craft.  For  that  industry,  Illinois 

Tech  trained  960  men not  laborers  but  trained  technicians  at  the  top  of   i 

industry's  personnel  triangle.  One  plant,  already  familiar  with  Illinois 
Tech's  training,  made  an  early  bid  and  grabbed  more  than  600  of  the  960. 
Another  manufacturer  managed  to  get  only  one — and  shouted  for  more;  the 
rest  was  spread  out  among  the  rest  of  the  200  plants. 

That  training  is  being  continued and  it  will  be  until   ' 

the  demands  are  supplied.  It  is  the  same  with  all  Chicago  industries  with 
war-time  needs  for  technical  personnel,  for  Illinois  Tech  means  to  and 
does  supply  this  demand. 

Each  day,  each  night,  not  himdreds  but  thousands  of 
Chicagoans  travel  by  every  means  of  transportation  on  the  Windy  City's  streel 

to  Illinois  Tech's  classrooms not  to  become  graduate  engineers  but  to  take 

away  specialized  knowledge  to  help  them  build  more  and  better  planes, tanks, 
shells,  and  bombs  to  destroy  the  Axis. 

^.  Exactly  14,780  have  enrolled  in  Illinois  Tech's  defense 

training  courses  to  date,  and  of  that  niamber  6556;  have  finished  the  coiirses  ; 
and  are  now  hard  at  work  in  Chicago's  war  industries.  Of  the  remainder, 
some  5000  are  still  studying.  By  June  they  will  have  finished  their  pre- 
paratory work,  and  Illinois  Tech's  "alumni"  in  Chicago  war  industry  will 
approach  the  15,000  mark. 

Already,  according  to  a  Chicago  ordnance  official,  there 
is  not  a  single  war  industry  in  the  Chicago  area  whose  technical  personnel 
and  leadership  does  not  include  at  least  one  of  Illinois  Tech's  defense 

training  "alumni."

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Defense  training  at  Illinois  Tech  is  of  the  snort  co-urse; 
type.  Depending  upon  the  subject,  the  course  varies  from  eight  to  sixteen 
weeks  of  intensive  specialized  training  in  some  particular  field,  with  the 
majority  of  the  courses  being  either  12  or  16  weeks  in  length. 

ft,  The  courses  vary  also  in  intensity  from  a  one-hour  lectun 

period  three  times  a  week  or  daily  to  full-time  40-hour  per  week  classes. 
Courses  of  the  latter  variety  include  such  things  as  ordnance  inspector 
training,  industrial  chemistry  and  engineering  drafting.  They  virtually 
force  the  student  to  abandon  all  other  activities  during  the  training  period 

R  The  training  is  offered  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  ' 

States  Office  of  Education  and  was  established  by  this  office,  with  the 
assistance  of  America's  leading  engineering  educators,  late  in  1940.  Pur- 
pose of  the  program  was  to  establish  training  by  which  the  shortage  in 

I 
technically -trained  men  could  be  partially  offset  by  short  intensive  courses 

for  which  there  was  a  definite  need. 

From  the  beginning,  the  program  has  been  financed  by  the 
Office  of  Education,  The  work  is  tuition-free,  and  the  only  expenses  which 

the  student  pays  are  those  for  textbooks  and  special  equipment which 

rarely  run  more  than  fl5  per  course. 

Sole  aim  of  the  program  has  been  to  meet  the  nation' s  neec 
for  technically-trained  men  and  women,  and  therefore  the  usual  pattern  of 
higher  education  has  been  reversed.  Defense  training  has  been  made  as  diffi- 
cult as  possible  to  resist,  instead  of  as  hard  as  possible  to  get. 

Even  the  institutions  offering  the  courses  receive  no 
payment  or  financial  grants  above  the  actual  cost  of  the  program. 

All  of  the  training  is  of  the  college  level.  Because  of 
the  highly  specialized  nature  of  the  work,  hcf^ever,  the  courses  carry  na 

college  credit.  Certificates  are  awarded  to  those  who  complete  their

Civil  Service  reqiiirements  for  training,  as  in  every  possible  case  the      | 

course  in  a  particular  field  is  designed  to  meet  the  Civil  Service  require- 
ments for  training  in  that  field. 

Like  Gargantua,  this  new  '"baby"  of  Illinois  Tech  was 
huge  at  birth.  But  it  has  grown  so  rapidly  and  in  such  proportions  that 
even  its  administrators  sometimes  wonder  how  it  can  all  be  possible. 

First  suggestion  of  the  defense  training  program  came 
to  Illinois  Tech  in  early  November,  1940,  vshen  the  Office  of  Education 
was  considering  the  possibility  of  the  program  and  asked  the  leading       | 
engineering  schools  of  the  country  to  submit  plans  for  such  a  project. 

By  Thanksgiving  day,  1940,  16  courses  had  been  designed 
by  Institute  faculty  members  and  were  on  their  way  to  Washington  for  approval 
Before  Christmas,  the  establishment  of  the  program  had  become  a  reality 
and  a  promotional  drive  to  notify  Chicagoans  of  their  opportunity  had  begun. 

Three  weeks  later  5000  applicants  had  been  interviewed — 
a  personal  interview  is  required  before  any  student  is  accepted  for  the 
Illinois  Tech  courses 1500  selected  and  assigned  to  classes  and  60  instruc- 
tors from  industry  selected  to  teach  the  courses. 

Henry  T.  Heald,  President  of Illinois  Tech,  was  named 
co-ordinator  for  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  in  the  Chicago  area,  whidai 
includes  Illinois,  SDuthern  Wisnionsin  and  part  of  Indiana,  and  defense 
training  had  become  a  reality* 

By  May,  1941,  the  original  16  courses  had  grown  to  26 
and  the  1500  students  to  3200.  During  the  summer  of  1941,  the  first  full- 
fime  course  was  inaugurated — the  aviation  production  courses,  first  suggested 

by  the  needs  of  the  newly-built  Buick  aviation  plant,  which  employed  two- 

-  m  0  r  e  - 
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thirds  of  the  960  graduates. 

"  When  war  brole  out  on  December  7,  Illinois  Tech's  defense 

training  program  had  already  sent  4347  graduates  into  war  industry.  Two 
months  later  the  number  had  grown  to  6446,  By  the  present,  the  program  has 
become  so  huge  that  sections  graduate  almost  weekly  and  even  the  clerical 
help  can  hardly  keep  an  up-to-date  account  of  the  growing  total • 

H'  These  14,780  civilians — the  number  actually  enrolled  in 

Illinois  Tech's  defense  training  courses  to  date,  the  men  and  women  who 
constitute  a  seldom-mentioned  but  all -important  part  of  war  production, 
mass  production  in  technically  trained  manpower — have  come  from  all  walks 
of  life  and  from  all  parts  of  Chicago  and  a  few  from  elsewhere. 

They  had  to  be  high  school  graduates,  The  United  States 
Office  of  Education  decreed — but  half  the  Illinois  Tech  group  are  college 
graduates,  many  of  them  with  A.B.»s  and  Ph,D»s  in  all  fields  of  engineering. 

More  than  45,000  persons  have  applied  for  admission  to 
the  courses.  The  14,780  were  chosen  as  the  best-qualified  of  the  lot — 
chosen  only  after  a  personal  interview  with  one  of  Illinois  Tech's  regular 
faculty  members  and  after  their  educational  and  experience  background  was 
scrutinized  by  the  admissions  committee.  And  the  courses  are  so  stiff  that 
not  all  of  those  select  few  can  complete  the  work* 

In  the  first  six  programs,  which  have  now  been  completed, 
8975  persons  entered  the  work,  and  6446  completed  it  and  received  certifi- 
cates. That  is  better  than  the  national  average,  probably  because  of  the 
unusual  educational  backgroxmd  of  the  Illinois  Tech  group,  officials  opine. 

Why  has  this  one  institution  been  so  singularly  success- 
ful? Principally  for  two  reasons. 

First,  Illinois  Tech  was  ready  ^hen  the  call  came, 

-more- 
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It  was  the  nation* s  largest  Institution  of  its  kind.  Its  graduates  were 
already  the  back-bone  of  Chicago  industrial  engineering.  Its  two  campuses 
had  the  equipment  to  train  a  maximum  number  of  technicials  and  the  potent- 
ialities to  build  the  few  additions  necessary  for  specialized  kinds  of  work. 

But  the  second  reason  is  the  real  reason — Illinois  Tech's 
defense  training  program  has  always  been  Just  one  jump  ahead  of  industry 
and  ahead  of  national  defense  schedule.  The  Institute's  program  has  enough 
"firsts"  and"biggests"  to  its  credit  to  fill  a  volume.  It  has  not  only 
responded  to  defense  needs — it  has  anticipated  them* 

Some  of  the  courses  Illinois  Tech's  defense  training 
program  offers  were  never  head  of  until  they  were  already  a  working  reality 
at  the  Chicago  school.  Practically  every  course  offered  was  inaugurated  to 
fill  a  specific  need  of  some  phase  of  defense  industry,  many  of  them  at 
the  request  of  some  specific  plant. 

Ordnance  inspectioii  training  heads  the  list  of  "firsts." 
When  the  Chicago  Ordnance  District  first  began  worrying  about  personnel,  an 
official  rushed  to  Illinois  Tech  and  asked  how  soon  the  Institute  could 
train  200  ordnance  inspectors,  "Take  tnem  with  you,"  President  Heald  re- 
plied, "We've  Just  graduated  500  of  them,""  The  school  is  now  training  the 
largest  group  of  such  inspectors  in  the  nation.  In  one  phase— the  Junior 
Inspector  Trainee  program,  for  example — Illinois  Tech  is  training  284  full- 
time  students  out  of  the  nations  total  of  1100, 

In  April  of  1942,  defense  authorities  in  Washington  got 
around  to  wondering  seriously  about  the  use  of  women  in  defense  industry, 
A  government  official  queried  Illinois  Tech  about  the  idea  of  training  women- 
-and  got  the  same  answer:  135  women  had  been  studying  in  a  special  program 
since  the  first  week  in  March — studying  courses  at  Illinois  Tech  in  Inspec- 
tion a^d  Testing,  Engineering  Drafting  and  Industrial  Chemistry,  That  wac 
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the  country's  first  program  designed  specifically  to  train  women  in 
technical  war  work.  Officials  at  the  Chicago  school  are  now  planning^ 
new  and  expanded  program  of  women's  training  for  this  stumner. 

Inspection  of  Ordnance  Welding  is  another  Illinois  Tech 
"first •»  Twenty-eight  men  began  the  course,  designed  at  the  special  request 
of  the  Chicago  Ordnance  District,  in  February  and  will  finish  in  Jime.  It 
has  been  so  successful  that  the  Ordnance  district  has  asked  Illinois  Tech 
to  repeat  and  expand  the  work, 

Illinois  Tech  offered  the  nation's  first  course  in 
Synthetic  Rubber.  One  hundred  and  eight  men  are  studying  in  that  field. 
Several  other  schools  have  since  adopted  the  course. 

Industrial  Safety  Engineering  is  one  of  Illinois  Tech's 
"big  guns."  The  Institute  is  training  1092  men  in  that  field  out  of  a 
national  total  of  4725,  by  far  the  largest  single  group. 

A  total  of  1111  persons  are  studying  industrial  super- 
vision, again  the  largest  single  group  in  that  phase  of  study. 

Illinois  Tech  also  prides  itself  on  the  administration 
of  its  defense  training  program.  Its  officials  statf ,  "We  have  trained 
five  per  cent  of  the  men  in  the  national  output  from  defense  training  at 
four  per  cent  of  the  cost,"  and  national  statistics  prove  this  statement 
to  be  gospel  truth. 

Actually,  it  takes  a  staff  of  more  than  300  persons  to 

administer  such  a  program,  but  one  man John  I.  Yellott holds  to  key 

to  the  entire  program.  Yellott  is  chairman  of  the  committee  on  defense 
training  at  the  Institute,  and  he  thus  becomes  in  effect  director  of  the 
war  training. 

Yellott,  a  youngish  engineering  scholar  who  completed 
engineering  training  at  Johns  Hopiins  just  a  decade  ago,  has  been  the 
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"spark  plug"  and  the  "brains"  of  the  Tech  program.  Regularly  a  professor 
of  mechanical  engineering,  Yellott  with  his  additional  assignment  has  found 
time  to  peruse  from  cover  to  cover  all  the  important  newspapers  and  period- 
icals in  a  study  of  war  news,  to  hear  and  attend  every  lecture  or  Important 
meeting  on  war  subjects  in  the  Chicago  area,  to  speak  himself  at  every 

possible  opportunity  on  defense  training to  service  clubs,  women's  groups, 

industrial  meetings,  etc. to  get  the  feel  of  the  public  pulse  on  the  war 

and  on  training  for  the  war,  and  to  commute  between  Washington,  D.C.  and 
Chicago  and  thus  keep  himself  on  the  "inside"  of  the  latest  developments 
in  the  nation's  capital. 

m  It  is  this  activity  niiich  has  given  Yellott  the  insight 

to  guide  the  Illinois  Tech  defense  training  course  into  the  foremost  posi- 
tion it  occupies  and  to  suggest  courses  and  teaching  methods  that  have  kept 
the  Chicago  school's  program  Just  a  step  ahead  of  the  nation. 

Director  Yellott  is  assisted  by  a  staff  of  three  execu- 
tive assistants,  a  group  of  several  course  supervisors  and  a  large  number 
of  assorted  secretaries,  stenographers,  typists  and  clerks. 

r  The  Illinois  Tech  defense  training  faculty  includes  85 

full-time  instructors  and  more  than  250  part-time  instructors.  None  out- 
side the  executives  and  supervisors  are  regular  Illinois  Tech  faculty  mem- 
bers— for  the  Institute's  200-odd  instructors  are  kept  more  than  busy 
teaching  a  regular  student  body that  approximates  7000,  most  of  whom  are 
engineering  students  preparing  for  wartime  engineering  work. 

The  defense-training  instinactors  are  all  men  specially 
recruited  from  industry,  men  who  are  practical,  working  authorities  in 
every  specialized  field  of  instruction.  They  are  the  best  men  in  every 
field,  and  come  from  nearly  every  important  war  industry  plant  in  the 
Chicago  area. 
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They  are  men  whose  regular  jobs  are  at  the  apex  of 
industry's  personnel  triangle,  men  whose  job  it  is  to  direct  the  technicians 
who  in  turn  direct  the  workers.  They  are  men,  then,  who  know  what  war 
industry  needs  and  what  it  expects  of  its  technicians. 

Therein  lies  one  of  the  secrets  of  the  success  of  the 
Illinois  Tech  program,  Yellott  feels,  ^or  no  student  finishes  the  course 
until  he  can  do  the  job  well  enough  that  the  instructor  would  hire  him  in 

his  own  plant and  thus  war  industries  know  that  they  will  be  served  and 

served  well  by  the  "alumni"  of  Tech's  defense  training  course. 

As  the  program  has  grown,  so  has  the  need  for  instructors. 
But  this  has  been  an  easy  problem,  lor  industry  has  been  more  than  willing   i 

to  cooperate co-operation  which  in  effect  means  simply  furthering  its  own 

interests and  industry's  best  men  have  been  available  "on  call"  to 

Illinois  Tech  since  the  early  days  of  the  program. 

One  industrial  engineer,  when  asked  to  take  over  a 
class,  not  only  accepted  but  brough  15  more  fellow  engineers  with  him. 
Similar  has  been  the  response  in  all  cases.  Director  Yellott  now  has  at 
his  command  contacts  and  references  ready  to  meet  any  demand  for  instructors 
he  may  have. 

Included  in  the  companies  furnishing  these  early  instruc- 
tors were  such  firms  as  International  Harvester,  Western  Electric,  Bell  acd 
Howell,  and  the  Goodman  Manufacturing  Company.  The  list  could  by  now  be 
expanded  to  include  more  than  100  of  the  Chicago  are&'s  leading  concerns. 

Illinois  Tech' s  defense  training  courses  include  every 
field  sponsored  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  except  marine  engineering. 
lApplied  chemistry,  engineering  drawing,  civilian  defense,  electrical 
•engineering,  industrial  safety,  inspection  and  testing,  internal  combustion 
'engines,  management  and  industrial  engineering,  manufacturing  inspection, 
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mathematics,  mechanical  design,  metal  casting,  metallurgy,  personnel  prob- 
lems, radio,  supervisory  training,  tool  design  and  welding  engineering  are 
among  the  general  types  of  work.  Individual  courses,  covering  practically 
every  phase  of  the  above  general  fields,  nimiber  in  the  hundreds. 

Two  general  types  of  work  are  offered- -"in-service" 
work,  in  which  employees  of  defense  plants  attend  part-time  classes  to  en- 
able them  to  make  their  services  more  valuable;  and  "pre-employment  "  train- 
ing, in  which  special  knowledge  and  skills  are  taught  to  persons  in  non- 
technical occupations  wi.o  v;ish  to  do  work  more  vital  to  the  war  effort. 
Hundreds  have  resigned  other  positions  to  train  for  such  technical  work, 
Nearly  1700  of  the  14,780  students  are  in  the  "pre-emplojmient"  classificatio] 
which  means  that  they  are  spending  all  their  time  in  defense  training. 

The  rest,  for  the  most  part,  were  selected  by  their 
employers  to  study  at  Illinois  Tech  to  produce  and  develop  ideas  and  skills 
to  improve  production  in  the  plant  and  to  move  the  students  themselves  up- 
ward in  the  industrial  personnel  triangle the  strate  of  technicials  that 

is  the  hardest  to  fill* 

That  these  courses  have  materially  improved  both  indi- 
vidual and  plant  production  is  proved  fact  by  actual  performances.  One 
man,  for  example,  sent  by  his  employer  to  study  a  course  in  time  and  motion, 
went  back  to  this  plant  at  the  conclusion  of  the  course  and  effected  a 
I  revision  in  a  certain  operation  in  the  making  of  airplane  engine  valves-— 
:  a  revision  that  saves  four  minutes  each  time  the  operation  is  repeated. 
That  saving  in  time  will  mean  a  saving  of  |70,000  annually  for  the  plant 
at  the  present  rate  of  production. 

Other  companies  doing  war  work  in  the  Chicago  area  can 
recite  similar  incidents,  though  not  all  in  such  astronomical  figures. 

But  Chicago's  war  industries  have  well  learned  the  values  of  Illinois

Tech's  defense  training.  In  one  of  the  current  programs  alone a  sixteen- 
week  set--up  including  practically  every  phase  of  work  given 1118  companies 

are  participating.  That  figure  represents  more  than  one-third  of  all 
defense  plants  in  the  Chicago  Metropolitan  area.  Three  hundred  and  eighteen 
companies  sent  employees  to  study  in  the  Industrial  Safety  Engineering 
course. 

These  courses  do  not  displace  the  regular  engineering 
college.  They  supplement  it.  They  are  of  special  value  because  they  are 
highly  specialized,  more  so  than  any  engineering  student  could  design  his 
regular  course.  They  make  possible,  through  Federal  funds,  equipment  which 
two  years  ago  no  engineering  school  in  the  nation  could  obtain.  They  offer 
technical  specialized  training  to  persons  who  already  have  generalized 
technical  knowledge — --plus  the  skill  that  comes  with  industrial  experience. 

What  of  the  comming  months  and  years?  Even  Director 
Yellott  himself  will  not  venture  to  guess.  The  courses  are  chaning  contin- 
uously with  the  changing  needs  of  an  expanding  industrial  program. 
V,  Included  in  the  next  summer  program  now  being  planned, 

for  example,  are  courses  in  radio  engineering  and  micro-wave  techniques,, 
designed  especially  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  U,  S.  Signal  Corps.  Others 
planned  include  an  expansion  of  the  already  large  ordnance  inspector  train- 
ing and  numerous  Courses  in  new  techniques,  such  as  synthetic  rubber,  ex- 
plosives, fuels,  ultra-high  frequency  work,  an  almost  doubled  program  of 
women's  training  and  a  host  of  other  additions. 

One  thing  is  certain:  Illinois  Tech  will  retain  that 

"one  Jump"  ahead  of  defense  needs.  For  Yellott  and  his  fellow  administrators 

P 

and  the  instructors  are  all  engineers  with  ears  to  industry's  ground. 

They  surround  themselves  with  every  conceivalile  periodical  and  source  that 

might  give  a  hint  as  to  the  trend  of  needs,  and  they  know  from  daily 
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experience  the  most  plaguing  of  industry's  problems. 

Not  only  did  they  take  a  survey  before  the  course 

opened  to  find  out  what  war  manufacturers  were  thinMng they  are  tailing 

them  continually.  When  the  instructors  come  from  engineering  jobs  during 
the  day  to  meet  classes  at  night,  they  know  what  the  coming  needs  will 
be  long  before  Washington  gets  the  statistics.  That  is  one  of  the 
big  reasons  why  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  continue  to  lead 
the  pack.

A  refresher  course  for  voluntesz'"  teachers  of  elementary  nutri- 
tion classes,  including  those  offered  by  the  American  Red  Cross,  will  be  given  by 
the  Chicago  Nutrition  Coinmittee,  it  v/as  announced  today  by  Dr.  Ruth  Cowan  Clouse, 
head  of  the  home  economics  department  at  Illinois  Tech  and  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Purpose  of  the  coursej  according  to  Dr.  Clouse,  is  to  acquaint 
pei-sons  who  are  otherwise  qualified  to  teach  nutrition  classes  with  authentic 
information  concerning  recent  scientific  developments  in  the  field. 

Dr.  Margaret  Hessler  Brooks  of  the  home  economics  department  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  will  direct  the  course.

Local  governments  in  the  United  States  arc  faced  today  with 
a  crisis  perhaps  more  acute  than  the  great  depression,  according  to  a  report  by 
Victor  Jones,  professor  of  political  science  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Teclinology. 

Prof.  Jones'  report  follov;s  a  nation-wide  survey  of  local 
problems  of  ?rar-time  expansion  and  appears  in  the  May  issue  of  Public  Management, 
magazine  devoted  to  local  government. 

The  problem  is  that  of  providing  for  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  hordes  of  i/orkers  and  their  families  flooding  into  areas  of  war-time  manu- 
facturing, areas  generally  unequipped  to  assimilate  such  tremendous  and  sudden 
increases  in  population. 

And  the  crisis  has  arisen  partially.  Prof.  Jones  concludes, 
because  Federal  agencies  "have  proceeded  at  times  with  little  regard  foi*  locally 
prepared  plans . " 

Although  the  immedijite  and  prime  goal  is  that  of  producing 
weapons  of  war.  Prof.  Jones  opines  in  his  report  that  if  disease  is  not  to  run 
rampant,  if  the  younger  generation  is  not  to  go  uneducated,  if  anarchy  is  to  be 
prevented,  local  and  Federal  agencies  must  nork  together  in  planning  the  new

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Prof,  Jones  advocates  tliree  prii-icipal  measures  to  improve 
conditions :

2.  Jin  agency  v;ith  jurisdiction  over  the  entire  metropol- 
itan area  should  be  created  to  assist  municipal  planning  agencies. 

3.  Local  units  of  government  in  metropolitan  areas  should 
begin  planning  of  public  v/orks  programs  for  post-v;ar  construction. 
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The  first  class  of  women  ever  trained  specifically/'  for  v/ar-time 
jobs  will  be  graduated  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  Friday  afternoon. 

Graduation  exercises  will  be  held  for  S5  vromen  v;ho  have  fin- 
isJied  the  nation's  first  Engineering,  Science  and  Manageraent  Defense  Training 
courses  foi-  women  at  3  p.m.  Friday  in  the  auditorium  at  Illinois  Tech's  Lewis 
campus,  1951  West  Madison. 

A  section  of  the  men's  program,  101  men  trained  in  ordnance 
inspection,  will  also  receive  diplomas.  The  men's  group  is  just  one  section  of 
a  program  of  ordnance  training  for  men  "vvhich  has  been  running  for  nearly  a  year. 

Major  E.   P.  Reed,  chief  in.spectcr  of  the  Chicago  Ordnance  Dis- 
trict, will  be  the  principal  !vpeaker.  Hi;;  topic  v;ill  be  "Ordnance  Inspection." 

lArs.  Mary  E.  Rogers,  a  graduate  in  the  industrial  chemistry 
section  and  the  r;ife  of  Col.  F.  £.  Rogert^,  commanding  officer  of  Ft.  Sheridan, 
7'ill  speak  on  "^lat  Wg  Can  Contribute  Toward  Vfinning  the  War."  She  v/as  selected 
by  the  graduates  to  represent  the  class. 

Three  sections  are  included  in  the  women's  class 32  vvomen  in

The  traiiiing  progrsjn  was  inaugurated  at  Illiiiois  Tech  three  months  ago  as  the .

Demand  for  trained  '.vcmen  in  v;ar-tiiae  industry,  to  fill 
jobs  created  both  by  production  expansion  and  by  conixription  of  men  into  tlis 
armed  forces,  has  prompted  expansion  of  Illinois  Tech's  sumicer  program  for 
women.  T'.vo  hundred  ';7ill  be  trained  in  crdnanco  inspection  alone,  the  second 
section  beginning  June  1.  Other  sections  Vvdll  begin  later,  as   --^ill  programs  in 
industrial  chemistry  and  engineering  drafting. 

Admittance  to  the  courses  is  only  by  personal  interview 
at  the  Institute's  Lewis  campus. 
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Ei^ty  war -time  manufactiirers  have  offered  exactly 
127  Jobs  to  the  86  women  who  will  be  graduated  Friday  afternoon  at  Ill- 
inois Institute  of  Technology  upon  completion  of  the  nation's  first  de- 
fense training  courses  preparing  women  for  specific  war- time  jobs,  it 
was  announced  late  Yfednesday  afternoon  follOTjing  placement  interviews. 

Every  one  of  the  women  received  at  least  one  offer 
of  a  job.  Three  of  them  received  11  offers. 

Six  of  the  women  received  job  committments  at  |S490 
yearly  salary.  Average  wage  offered  was  fit 00  yearly. 

^0  courses  included  three  phases  of  study— indus- 
trial chemistry,  ordnance  inspection  and  engineering  drafting.  The 
women  began  study  three  months  a^.

^   The  first  compiilsory  simiiTier  session  in  the  his- 
tory of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  will  open  Monday  morning 
(June  1)  on  the  Instlute's  Armour  campus,  ooCO  Federal. 

As  a  part  of  its  war-time  acceleration  prograDi, 
Illinois  Tech  is  making  sumiTisr  study  obligatory  upon  its  1941-42 
juniors,  who  will  be  graduated  next  February  instead  of  the  follo?;- 
ing  June. 

Summer  studies  will  also  open  for  other  students 
the  same  day.  Tvi/enty-five  courses  are  being  offered  for  general  sum- 
mer students,  in  addition  to  the  curriculum  for  the  seniors,  in 
civil,  electrical,  mechanical  and  chemical  engineering,  chemistry,, 
mathematics  and  technical  dravidng. 

One  class  is  already  at  work- -at  Camp  Armour, 
located  on  Trout  Lake,  Minocqua,  Wis. --a  class  in  surveying.   It 
is  required  for  all  students  in  civil  engineering  between  the  sopho- 
more and  junior  years.  The  course  is  five  weeks  in  length. 
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A  unit  of  Civilian  Pilot  Training  students  to  be 
trained  as  C.F.T.  instructors  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  v^ill 
begin  regular  work  this  v/eek,  Illinois  Tech  officials  said  today* 

Part  of  the  men  began  V'/ork  during  the  past  ¥;eek, 
but  the  unit  was  not  complete.  The  entire  group  of  ten  men  is  ex- 
pected to  be  complete  and  at  work  early  this  vi/eek. 

Requirements  for  the  course  are  the  most  exacting 
of  any  C.  P,  T,  course  to  date--a  private  pilot's  license  ¥/ith  185   "e 
hours  flying  time  as  the  minimum.  The  men  will  serve  as  instructors 
in  primary  training  units  after  they  complete  the  course, 

H.  Douglas,  of  the  Stinson  airport,  LaGrange,  is 
flight  instructor.  Charles  Monell,  instructor  in  mathematics  at  Ill- 
inois Tech's  Lewis  campus,  1951  West  Madison,  will  teach  the  ground 
school  courses  in  navigation,  civil  air  regulations,  theory  of  flight, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  aircraft  and  elements  of  air  dynamics. 
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
